WASHINGTON. — The Strategic 
Army Corps has been cut from 
four divisions to three, retired 
Chief of Staff Gen, Maxwell D. Tay- 
lor said this week. The Army of- 
ficially confirmed his statement 
and added that the ist Inf. Div. has 
been relieved from its assignment 
to the Army’s first line striking 
force. 


Stripped of the units with which 
it has been traditionally associated 
for the last 42 years, the Big Red 
One now joins the 2d and 9th Inf. 
and the 2d Armd Div. as primarily 
a replacement training unit, pre- 
paring individuals and packets for 
shipment overseas to replace those 
being rotated home for discharge 
and reassignment. 

Relief of the ist Inf. Div. from 
STRAC comes as no surprise. It 
has been unofficially known (and 
wag first printed in Army Times 
many months ago) since the ist 
Battle Groups of the 16th, 18th and 
26th Inf. gyroscoped to Europe last 
winter. Along with these two went 
the 2d Battle Groups of the 2d and 
28th Inf. 

Today, the only unit assigned to 
the Big Red One which has a tra- 
ditional association with it is the 
Ist Battle Group, 28th Inf. The 
28th Inf. was one of the four regi- 
ments, prior to War II, assigned 
to the old “square” Ist Inf. Div. 
When the new “pentomic” division 
organization took effect, the 2d Bat- 
tle Group, 28th Inf., rejoined its 
old division. 

An Army spokesman said that in

WASHINGTON. — The House 
Armed Services committee. this 
week approved a ROPA amend- 
ment bill, voted pr ion. spaces 
to advance 3000 additional USAF 
officers to temporary major, and 
put off action this year on the 
r ed changes to the mili- 
tary justice code. ‘J 

The committee put back in the 
ROPA measure the key features cut 
out earlier by the Budget Bureau. 

The lawmaker group also told the 
services to acquire all remaining 
Wherry housing units located. at 
or. mear bases which Defense de- 
termines are permarient sites. 

Committee chairman Rep. Carl 
Vinson (D., Ga.) indicated that this 
week's meeting of the Armed 
Services group may be the last of 
the session, unless something im- 
portant comes up. This could pos- 
sibly mean‘the White Charger leg- 
islation, action on which is pending 


in Senate. 

Except for White Charger, ‘the 
House unit, as in other ‘years, 
proved again with ‘this week’s ac- 


tion to be the driving force be- 
hind service personnel legisla- 
tion. Among the bills it approved 
earlier are (1) officer term reten- 
tion contracts, (2) extension of the 
draft and Class Q allotment, (3) 
WAC service credit, (4) change 
bad discharges, (5) the Navy hump 
bill, (6) escort allowances, and 
(7) AF medals changes. All ex- 
cept the draft-allotment measure 
which is now law, still await Sen- 
ate action. 

The active duty captains’ relief 
bill zoomed through the committee 
in record time. Defense only sub- 
mitted the measure last week. No 
subcommittee hearings were held. 

The action was swift because of 
the urgency of the situation. If 
the bill does not become law this 
year, thousands of non-Regular cap- 
tains will be denied promotions, 
even though they have 14 or more 
years of service. Regular offi- 
cers with such service are assured, 
under other law, of their majori- 
ties.

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Senate-House Fight Looms 
On Defense Appropriations 


WASHINGTON. — House and 
Senate military money leaders are 
getting ready for a red-hot battle 
on the Defense Appropriations bill 
on which they will have to compro- 


mise widely-differing points of 
view. 
The leaders will meet in con- 


ference to iron out differences in 
the House and Senate versions of 
the military money measure before 
sending the bill to the President. 

The differences involve major 
policy decisions. The House bill

The Senate, which completed ac- 
tion of the bill this week, voted 
down a late move to put still more 
money in Army modernization. An 
amendment by Sen. Stuart Syming- 
ton (D., Mo.) to add $233.9 million 
more to Army funds was defeated 
48-43. The money would have been 
in addition to the $205 million the 
Senate had already added to the 
bill. Symington said an error by 
the Budget Bureau in estimating 
the money available for procure 
ment showed that the Army would 
be some $267 million short. He 
wanted to be sure the Army got all 
the new equipment Gen. Maxwell 
Taylor, the retired Chief of Staff, 
said the Army needed. 

The Senate approved an amend 
ment by Sen.

Dept. of Defense Has. 
Its Own Veto Power

HE Department of Defense exercises an effective veto 
over legislation that it does not like. This isn’t necessarily 
so, but in actual practice it is the way things work out be- 
cause of the operation of Congressional committees. 


Most service personnel bills that get hearings are considered first 
in the House—specifically, by the House Armed Services committee. 
Before taking up a bill that was not requested by the Administration 
the committee asks Defense for a report on the measure. In its report 
Defense will say whether it favors or opposes the bill. 

The committee does not take up bills that have an unfavorable 
report until ,it has considered all bills with favorable reports. The 
reason for this is the group doesn’t want to waste its time working 
on a bill that may never be signed by the President even if it gets 
past the House and Senate. But a committee calendar is so crowded 
that it never completes work on all the bills Defense approves. 

In fact, after most sessions there are annually a few measures 
specifically requested by Defense that the committee has not had time 
to consider. 

The result is that Defense can pretty well veto any bill by giving 
it an unfavorable feport. Defense rarely gives a favorable report to a 
bill sui ‘in its legislative program. It has another method—to delay 
submitting reports until it is too late for the committee to act. But 
reports are arriving somewhat more promptly since committee chairman 
Carl Vinson (D., Ga.) told the Department to hustle. 

Defense lowered the veto on a group of bills recently and these 
measures are dead for this session. 

Here are the bills (author in parentheses) with Defense’s reasons 
for opposing them: 

HR 5900 (Forand): To provide compensation for time lost to men 
who were removed from the active list in 1941 and later restored to 
their active rank. 

In 1941 the Army got authority to remove from the active list 
officers who were judged, for a variety of reasons, to be unfit. The 
Army was trying to sharpen up its officer corps for the coming 
crisis and some said the action was hasty. In 1948 the Army asked and 
was given permission to review the records of those removed. Five 
Army officers and one Air Force officer were restored to active duty 
in their old ranks but with no pay or benefits for the time lost— 
since they did not serve that time. This bill would give those officers 
pay for the time lost. It would cost $150,649.27 for the five Army 
officers and $37,411.69 for the AF man, The Army said the men got 
liberal retirement benefits (2.5 percent of pay multiplied by the 
years of service) if they had seven or more years service. None of 
those restored was above lieutenant colonel rank. The Army said 
the officers were free to take civilian jobs during the time off the 
active list and it doesn’t think the men should get money for time 
not served. 

HR 5245 (Gubser): Would give to retired Reserves who served in 
War I and War II the same medical care benefits now provided to 
retired Reserves who served eight years or more active duty. 

The Defense Department said the eight year provision was put 
in the medical act to encourage Reserves to stay on active duty. This 
bill would violate the purpose of the provision, Defense said. 

"In addition, the department claimed, it would discriminate against 
officers who served a longer total time in War II than some others 
served in the two wars. When limits are set on benefits there are 
always some who, through no fault of their won, fail to qualify; if 
you make an exception for them you would merely be creating a 
new inequity, Defense said. 

(This latter sentence is a standard answer Defense uses in 
opposing extension-of-benefits bills.) 

HR 3347 (O’Neill) would prevent the assignment of enlisted men 
to duty doing repair and overhaul work except on ships at sea. Purpose 
of the bill is to force use of civilian facilities for such work. 

Everything is bad about this measure, Defense implied. If it 
were passed, this would happen: combat efficiency would break 
down; ships could not be kept battle ready; men in technical ratings 
in the Navy could never be given shore duty; the budget would be 
greatly increased; civilian sources could only do a fraction of the 
special jobs required by the services; and on maneuvers, a commander 
would have to worry about supplying food, housing, medical care 
and other things to civilian workers. 

HR 2862 (Davis of Ga.) would extend outpatient care, including 
giving of medicines and drugs, to widows of deceased service members 
who served 30 years active duty. 

Defense opposed this as discriminatory, piecemeal extension of 
medicare benefits. Additional personnel would be needed Defense said. 

The department noted service facilities do not keep in stock 
some of the many drugs it would have to provide. It would even 
have to provide drugs requested by mail as the bill is drawn, Defense 
said. 

HR 2552 (Matthews) would extend medicare coverage to retired 
reserves with three years active duty 

Defense said this bill would increase a cost that Congress has 
been yearly trying to reduce. Defense noted that when the medical 
care act was passed it opposed any extension of benefits to- reserve. 
The Senate put in a provision giving reserves care if they had eight 
years active duty. Naturally, Defense opposes a bill dropping the 
requirement to three years.

Senate Insists On 
700,000 Floor 
Under Reserves 


WASHINGTON. — The Senate 
this week placed a mandatory 
700,000 floor ‘on the Army Reserve 
and Army National Guard strength 
despite the Administration’s inten- 
tion to cut the size of the Reserve 
components. 

It also placed language into the 
$40 billion fiscal year 1960 De- 
fense money bill requiring the Ad- 
ministration to take in 55,000 
Guard six-month trainees during 
fiscal year 1960. 

The President in his budget mes 
sage to Congress early this year 
only asked for funds for 28,000 
Guard and 17,000 Army Reserve 
six-month trainees during ‘fiscal 
1960. The Senate in approving the 
extra funds for the Guard’s six- 
month program said the increase 
“was necessary to maintain the 
Guard at an average strength of 
400,000.” 

Senate action would require the 
Administration to maintain the 
military strength of the National 
Guard at 400,000° and the Army 
Reserve at 300,000. The action 
would block an Administration 
planned cut of 40,000 Guardsmen 
and 30,000 Reservists. 

The House last month approved 
funds for a similar 700,000 man 
Reserve Component force but 
failed to place a mandatory re- 
quirement into the Defense ap- 
propriation bill as they did last 
year, 

If the revised measure now is 
approved by the House, it is pos- 
sible that the Administration will 
go along’ with the order—but re- 
luctantly. The legal waters are 
muddy on how far Congress can go 
in telling the President how to 
spend the money it appropriates 
for military manpower. 
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spending bill, last week directed 
Defense to advise’ by next April 1 
the things it will «have done to 
carve “travel programs.” 

Congress already in the big 
spending measure has reduced the 
Air Force’s 1960 travel money $2 
million. 

The Air Foree’ particularly has 
been straining to reduce travel of 
people and things, but the law- 
makers want more. 

The Senate committee said: 

Careful planning and screening 
could accomplish a large-scale re- 
duction in personnel movements 
which would not:only reduce costs 
but would provide a beneficial 
effect on the morale of the indivi- 
duals and families who must suffer 
the inconvenience of frequent re- 
location.”

AIR FORCE received praise for 
leading the services on transfer- 
ring people to and from overseas 
by air. But all services were 
scorched, as they have been by 


other Congressional groups, for 
providing so much “first class” 
travel. 


The committee said the services 
“are indulging in unjustified ex- 
penditures to purchase first class 
air transportation for military per- 
sonnel that is both more luxurious 
and costly than the type of air 
travel which is customarily used by 
the traveling, air coach,” the Sen- 
ate committee said. 

The services in FY 1958 bought 
first-class travel for 850,000 pas- 
sengers “as opposed to only 131,000 
by economy class, and 194,000 by 
charter,” the Committee said.

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Term Retention | 
Hits New Snag 


WASHINGTON.—The term retention contract bill for 
reserve officers, stalled in the Senate Armed Services com- 
mittee, has run into new trouble. The Defense Department, 
prodded by the Budget Bureau, has reversed its field and 
come out in opposition to two key provisions of the pill. 


The provisions: ‘ 

1. Would free reserve officers from having to repay readjustment 
money if they later qualify for retirement. 

2. Would treat all reserve officers with over 14 years active duty 
as if they were under contract on the day the bill passes. 

Defense stated its opposition in a letter to the Senate committee 
from the Department’s General Counsel, Robert Dechert. He admitted 
that during hearings on the bill before a House subcommittee Defense 
did not oppose the provisions. He said that this was by way of com- 
promise ,in lieu of other proposals which this department could not 
accept.” tage 

But since then, Dechert wrote, DOD has been “advised by the 
Budget Bureau “that these two amendments are objectionable. 

- . * 

AS HIS reasons for opposing the no-pay-back amendment, Dechert 
said the recovery formula of the original Defense proposal was “reason- 
eble in ail cases.” That formula provided that reserve officers who got 
Jump-sum readjustment pay and later qualified for reserve retirement 
would have deductions of up to 25 percent a pay period taken from their 
retired pay until.the readjustment money was paid back. 

The House dropped this original proposal and merely said the 
reservists do not have to pay back the readjustment cash. 

Dechert pointed out that regular officers and warrant officers of 
the Navy and Marine Corps who fail of selection and are released with 
severance pay have to refund the severance pay if they later qualify 
for retirement. As a matter of policy, he said, Army and Air Force 
yegulars who twice fail of selection and get severed from the service 
end their military status and cannot later qualify for reserve retirement. 

The Comptroller General, in an earlier report to the committee, 
said the recovery provisions of the Defense bill don’t “protect” the 
government’s interests. He said the 25 percent checkage would not 
yecover all the money during the officer’s lifetime in many cases. 

° * Ld 

IN REGARD TO the guaranteed contract for 14 year reserves, De- 
fense said it is inconsistent with the philosophy of the bill. 
which is to let Defense determine who it wants to give contracts to. 
He noted Defense had originally asked a one-year transition period be- 
jore the provision on 14 year men went into effect. 

The Defense objections will count heavily against these amend- 
ments when—and if—the bill comes to a hearing before the Senate 
committee. The committee is hoping to get to the bill this term. 
But with the session drawing near a close and a heavy load of work 
still on the committee calendar, it is possible consideration of the 
term retention item will be put off until next year. 

The Comptroller also asked a specific provision be put in the bill 
io prevent payment of readjustment pay in case of death, since this 
might be “viewed as involuntarily released from active duty.” 

The Comptroller also said the part of the bill that sets the formula 
for computing readjustment pay for the reservists forced off active 
duty would be “somewhat difficult of administration.” He suggested 
the committee simplify them. 

* . - 

THE COMPTROLLER brought out another point that had not been 
considered. He said the recovery provisions regarding those who later 
qualify for retirement did not cover correction of records cases, even 
under Defense’s draft of the bill. For example, suppose a board corrects 
nn officer’s record and determines he was eligible for reserve retired 
pay at age 60. The officer is now 65. He would begin to draw monthly 
retirement checks and would get a lump-sum payment for the retire- 
ment money he should have been getting the past five years. 

But, as the bill is now written, the government could not take 
any of that lump-sum payment to pay off any earlier readjustment 
money. It could only take 25 percent of the monthly checks the officer 
gets from here on.

3. Promotion to permanent grade 
can extend retirement up to five 
years past the 30 and 35 years 
service points for brigadier generals 
and major generals repectively.

Scheduled for the Command and 
General’ Staff College at Fort 
Leavenwotrh,. Kan., the first class 
will be held from 2-15 August, the 
second from 13-26 September. Each 
class will have a capacity of 50 of- 
ficers. 

In addition to training “civilian 
spokesmen,” ‘the class will be used 
to provide the selected officers 
with authoritative baekground in- 
formation. ‘concerning current and 
future Army trends and develop- 
ments. 

Given. under the auspices of the 
Army, Chief of Information, the 
cqurse.is intended primarily for 
personnel who have mobilization 
designations or troop unit assign- 
ments in the information field. 

Others may attend the class, how- 
ever. Officers selected will attend 
the course in lieu of their annual 
active duty, training.

WASHINGTON—Modification of the Army Ballistic Mis- 


sile Agency’s huge 145-foot rocket engine static test tower at 
Huntsville, Ala., ig nearing completion t6 accommodate the 


1,500,000-pound-thrust Saturn boos- 
ter, the Department of Defense an- 
nounced last week. 

Construction work performed on 
the tower by contractors for the 
Army District Engineer, Mobile, 
Ala., was scheduled to be completed 
by 15 July. Support facilities are to 
be finished by 1 September. 

Installation of various test equip- 
ment and _ instrumentation by 
ABMAs’ test laboratory will be ac- 
complished concurrently. The tow- 
er is expected to be ready for use 
by 1 September. 

The Saturn test vehicle will he 
delivered to the test lab in Novem- 
ber, and the first static testing is 
due in December, 1959. 

The Saturn booster — a cluster- 
ing of eight powerful H-1 liquid 
propellant rocket motors is 
being developed by ABMA for the 
Advanced Research Projects Agen- 
cy, Department of Defense, .for 
heavy space applications. The giant 
booster will stand 75 feet tall. It 
will have a diameter of 22 feet. 
Topped by second, third — or even 
fourth stages, the booster will 
form Saturn space vehicle 
ystem 

Contracts totaling approximately 
$850,000 have been let by the Army 
Corps of Engineers te commercial 
firms for modification of the 
ABMA test tower and construction 
of support facilities. Construction 
was started at the test tower in 
January, 1959.

FORT GEORGE G. MEADE, Md. 
— The Army Signal’ Air De- 
fense Engineering Agency (USA- 
SADEA), stationed here plays a 
vital role in national defense.

1956 by the Signal Corps, develops 
systems for defense against air at- 
tacks through research, designing,

acclimated and ready to fight at 
maximum efficiency. 

Already the Army has learned 
how to acclimate men in, 10 days 
to low and high temperature liv- 
ing. Exposure at rest but with as 
little clothing as possible to increas- 
ingly cold temperatures down to 
and below freezing and up to tem- 
peratures of 100 degrees and more 
is the simple trick. It is followed by 
armies of the Scandinavian coun- 
tries who learned the trick over 
hundreds of years. 

At the laboratory here, the 
best temperatures for exposure, 

the best length of time and the 
number of days over which the 
acclimatization must take place 
have been scientifically deter- 
mined. 

And with continuing experimen- 
tation, there are indications that 
some day in the far distant future 
a treatment of some kind—a pill, a 
shot, a powder—could be developed 
that would shorten this time to min- 
utes. (The word could must be 
emphasized. There is no specific 
project underway now to develop 
this treatment. There are not 
enough facts and figures yet to 
make such a project worth pur- 
suing.)

Clothing for the 
(arctic or tropics) is in the kits 
you’ve been handed. Put it on, 
You’re ready to fight in the cli- 
mate for which that clothing and 
equipment is designed.”

On the other hand, Dr. Floyd 
Odell, the technical director of the 
laboratory, thinks that perhaps Dr. 
Molnar is overpessimistic, that a 
simple chemical treatment, from 
experimental results achieved so 
far, is a definite possibility. But Dr, 
Odell does agree that it is as yet 
only a dream. 

The experiments here have shown 
that animals not acclimated to the 
cold suffer frost bite and other 
discomforts while acclimated ani- 
mals can stand the same exposure 
cheerfully and with no bodily ef- 
fects. Here it is doubtful that Day- 
chological influences are at work.

WASHINGTON.—The basic and 
standard monthly clothing mainte- 
nance allowances for enlisted per- 
sonnel will be the same in fiscal 
year 1960 as they have been during 
the past two years. 

“The allowances for 1960 have 
been approved by both the Defense 
Department and the Bureau of 
Budget. 

Most new recruits will get a 
smaller initial clothing allowance 
when they begin their military life. 
The initial clothing allowance for 
Navy and Marine women will be 
somewhat higher than last year. 

The monthly standard clothing 
allowance remains at $6 for all 
servicemen and women except 
Army enlisted men. Soldiers get 
$4.50 monthly. This rate was also 
unchanged. 


The monthly basic allowance was 
kept at $4.20 for all enlisted per- 
sonnel, 

Here are the new and old initial 
clothing allowances for male en- 
listed personnel: 


Army — $160.52 (old rate was 
$164.55); Navy — $169.25 (174.35); 
Marine Corps — $190.75 ($191.24); 
Air Force — $182.19 ($210.14).

Army — $230.92 ($223.33); Navy

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School in Future 


One aspect of the new peacetime GI bill 
which has always seemed unsatisfactory to 
us apparently was resolved last week by the 
Senate Labor committee in reporting the 
measure. (See Page 1, last week’s Army 
Times). The group extended the education 
benefits of the proposal to career servicemen ; 
that is, a man doesn’t have to leave service 
withis. a specified time to be eligible for the 
schooling benefits. Under the committee 
formula, he could serve several hitches, se- 
cure in the knowledge that the schooling 
money would be waiting for him when he 
wanted to use it. 

As the Defense Department hopes and 
believes, this may stem the tide of departure 
from service of men the armed forces need.

The measure continues the tradition 
established after World War Il whereby the 
government plays fair with youths whose 
education has been interrupted by military 
service. The government — the public — is 
saying, “You served; now we have something 





for yo%.”’ This is fine and as it should be. 
But what of the individual straining to 
leave service to take advantage of such bene- 
fits—if they are approved by the full Con- 
gress and signed into law by the President? 
is such a plan as the Senate committee recom- 
mended tne Ké to the luture some young 


seem to think it is? What does the bill 
actually contain? 

It provides 114 days of schooling for each 
day of service, up to a total of 36 months. 
This equals four years of college. A single 
man would receive $110 a month; a man with 
a wife $135; a man with a larger family $160. 

These sums are just; we do not think 
veterans should expect more; but they will 
not come close to seeing a man through col- 
lege, expenses being what they are today. Ex- 
perts say it costs nearly $9000 for a single 
man to make the grade. That is considerably 
more than the approximate $4000 he 1 
receive under the committee bill. 

A married man, fortunate 
enough to have a tidy private income, or a 
wife with a good job, will need many extra 
dollars to keep going. This means taking a 


job. And a job on top of a full academic load,

plus a wife and perhaps children—for four 
years—is no picnic. 

If the measure becomes law, we hope 
Army men will weigh very carefully their 


urges to take advantage of the benefits im- 
mediately. With the protective feature above, 
they can well afford to take their time “think- 
ing it over.” 

A full service career, followed by attain- 
Ing a college degree around age 40, or even 
later prove just as rewarding over the 
long run as the more conventional procedure. 
A person going to college in his middle years 
is no novelty. 

Pursuit of a college degree after having 
matured through the years and during a mili- 
tary eareer, after having become something 
of a man of the world, and at a time when 
beth GI bill benefits and military retired 
pay are rolling in together, has some pleasing 
aspects. There is also the arrangement, under

housands of members of the armed services have not sat idly by and 
waited to be furnished government-built quarters for their families, but 
have taken the initiative and purchased mobile homes at much expense. 
This has taken quite a bit of pressure off authorities for more housing for 


service personnel. 

The servicemen who have purchased 
mobile homes are being discriminated 
against in two distinct ways: 

e Congress passed a bill to pay for 
movement of a serviceman’s mobile home, 
when he had orders for a permanent 
change of station. However, only 20e per 
mile is allowed for movement of a mobile 
home and this must be done by a com- 
mercial mover, who charges almost twice 
that much per mile. Eleven cents per 
mile is allowed if the member moves his 
own mobile home. 

e@ If the service member elects to 
accept the mobile home mileage allowance, 
he then is ineligible to receive dislocation 
allowance. The allowance should be paid 
to all members. 

I think that a service member owning 
a mobile home should be able upon re- 
ceiving orders for a permanent change

Watch Time Limit 
On Gi Bill Schooling 


GOVERNORS ISLAND, N.Y.; I 
have recently been apprised of a 
situation which I think should be 
brought to the attention of your 
readers, as I believe the average 
serviceman is living with a false 
sense of security, concerning his 
rights under Public Law 550, bet- 
ter known as.the Korean GI Bill. 

In my personal] survey, each ser- 
viceman spoken to was under the 
impression that he had until 31 
Jan. 1965 to take advantage of the 
educational or training benefits 
afforded him by this bill. This is 
not true. In reality, 31 Jan. 1965 
is the cut-off date that all training 
must come to an end. The public 
law reads: 

“Eligible veterans must begin 
Korea GI bill education or train- 
ing within three years after their 
discharge or separation. For per- 
sons who were in active service on 
Jan. 31, 1955, the three-year period 
begins to run on the date of their 
first discharge or release upon 
which they are eligible for com- 
plete separation from active serv- 
ice. Immediate reenlistment with- 
out loss of service time does not 
extend the deadline date. e 

For those interested, this infor- 
mation may be found in Public Law 
85-857, Section 1612 under Sub- 
chapter II-Eligibility, dated 2 Sept. 
1958 or in the Veterans Administra- 
tion Fact Sheet IS-1, dated January 
1959. 

Though this bit of legislature 
denied me my desired schooling by 
25 days, I accepted this with a 
grain of salt. This was until I read 
further. 

Apparently these changes do not 
apply to the individuals who were, 
“loyal and efficient soldiers,” who 
managed to receive a dishonorable 
discharge from the service. They 
may have ‘the status of their dis- 
charges changed and have until 
1 Sept. 1961, to begin taking ad- 
vantage of the educational or train- 
ing rights affored by the Korean 
GI Bill. 

If this be the purpose and the in- 
tentions of this bill, then I stand 
corrected and be classified as “bit- 
ter.” In my estimation, this is un- 
doubtedly the worst degradation to

couldn’t remember a single real fact about Eskimo 
music. They assumed the only musical instrument native to Eskimos 
was a form of drum. - q 

IN MY RESEARCH into this unplowed field, I learned very little 
about Eskimo music. But I did stumble across one of the most fascin- 
ating books I’ve ever read, about Eskimos or anybody else. The 
book’s title is “Kabloona,” which is the Eskimo word for white man. 
It was written back in 1941 by a Frenchman named Gontran de Pon- 
cins. (The publisher was Reynal and Hitchcock.) 

The author spent 15 monihs, beginning in 1938, in the Canadian 
arctic, way up where the Eskimos live virtually in the stqne age, a few 
miles from the Magnetie Pole. Much of the time he lived in a freez- 
ing trading post, but he made many side trips into Eskimo camps, 
living as a native and studying the people with the mind and heart 
of a man trying to learn and not to judge. 

He learned many things about the little Asiatic-looking people 
whe can build a family-size igloo in an hour with only one or two 
simple tools. Their igloos become soiled immediately (the Eski- 
mes aren’t very neat), with puppies messing up the fleors, smoke 
from the blubber lamps turning the walls black, and fishbones and 
seal meat getting strewn ail over. 

The first thing an Eskimo does in the morning is to hawk and 
cough and spit for a half hour. Then he makes three mugs of tea 
per person on the primus stove, lets the tea cool (Eskimos don’t eat 
or drink much hot food), drinks the tea, then eats the tea leaves. 
Breakfast consists of reaching into the corner where the frozen seals 
and fish are stacked, chopping off a piece and eating it raw and 
frozen. It takes a bit of chewing, and consequently most primitive 
Eskimos’ teeth are worn down to the bone. 

~ * 

WHEN a white man wants to prepare food for an Arctic trip, he 
cooks up a big mess of pork and beans, shovels it onto a plank and 
lets the whole business quick freeze. Then he breaks up the frozen 
chow with a hammer, throws the pieces into a sack and he’s ready to 
go with a sackful of ready-made meals. 

Poncins says eating frozen raw fish and meat is quite satisfying 
in the arctic. He claims that this diet provides more body heat than 
does our kind of food. 

Rotten meat is a delicacy to an Eskimo. The author thinks 
that’s because it is the closest the Eskimo comes to eating anything 
spicy. As Poncins points out, the Eskimo feels the same way 
about the white man’s cheese as we feel about his rotten meat. 

Eskimos have little feeling for private property. If you have a 
can of tobacco, why shouldn’t everybody in the igloo share it? You 
can share their possessions, and this includes wives. Eskimo men 
will gladly share their wives with friends, provided you ask the hus- 
band: the wife has nothing to say about it. 

The women, however, are not considered to be in an inferior 
status because they usually get whatever they want from the husbands, 
by the process of constant nagging. 

While there’s néthing unusual in borrowing and lending wives, 
Poncins claims that white men seldom have the inclination to make 
what we.consider to be dishonorable proposals. Eskimo women are 
net exactly appealing tq our taste — they are runty, pigeon-toed and 
unbathed for long periods. After wiping up after the baby, bare- 
handed, and then dipping their hands into the lamp’s blubber, 
they wipe their hands on their hair. After a few decades of this, 
there is.an effluvium about Eskimo women that causes Caucasian 
nostrils to quiver. 

Eskimos prefer winter to other seasons. Poncins writes: 

“« |. the sea here is the great winter highway that joins camp 
to camp, family to family. It is the hunting ground that yields not 
only sustenance for a season but reserves of provisions for the lean 
months to come. It is the habitat of the Eskimo, the ‘land’ on which 
his igloo is built; and he lives on the sea and not on the land through 
many months of the year. . . Hunting-ground — nay, pasture-land, 
wheat-field, orchard, in the figurative sense — because fish and seal 
are more pleantiful and constant than caribou .. . since the water 
under the ice is warmer than the eternally frozen ground, the house 
built over the water is warmer than the house built on the ground .. .” 

The author reports on his visit to a priest who had been living 
for years in a shallow cave in which the inside temperature was 55 
degrees below zero. He tells of Eskimo brushes with the Cariadian 
law (they don’t understand many of our ridiculous rules against 
murder), and he describes such things as the Eskimo’s infinite 
patience with his children. He comes away from the Arctic with 
a sympathetic understanding of these poopie, who must find 50 
pounds of food every day of their lives to keep their families and 
dogs going. 

Real happiness, Poncins tells us, doesn’t depend on warm sun- 
shine, short working hours or a substantial retirement pension. The 
Eskimos have none of these, but they seem to be as happy as the 
people far to the south who have to go down to the office or vacuum 

the new split-level house. 





| tal ITS enthusiasm (in which the entire 
nation joins and some elements even 
lead the way) for ry shiny new missiles, 
complex vehicles and fancy guns, the Army 
is in danger of losing sight of the fact that 
it is the individual soldier, working with 
other individual soldiers, who wins and 
loses battles. 

There has been recent criticism, some of it 
unfounded, of the lack of emphasis on giving the 
individual better protection, bet- 
ter clothing, better mobility, 
better individual helps to living 
and fighting on the isolated 
atomic battlefield. 

Yet there is plenty of evi- 
dence that the Army’s research- 
ers are not only concerned with 
these areas but are making 
some progress in coming up 
with solutions.

MOVES in Congress to add money for “mod- 
ernization” of the Army have been largely directed 
toward speeding up production of missiles. Even 
if Congress heeded the pleas of retired Gen. Max- 
well D. Taylor, it seems doubtful that the Admin- 
istration would permit the Army to spend the 
money on the quantities of these new items needed 
to permit the soldier to be ready to be modern on 
the battlefield. 

The major weapons may be new. The indi- 
vidual equipment still will be that of War II 
and Korea.

Berlin MPs in 


BERLIN, Germany.—Because the Iron Curtain 
is more than 100 miles thick between this city 
and western world freedom, the Army’s Berlin 
Command requires unusual performance and serv- 
ice from its 287th Military Police Company here. 
Berlin Command soldiers are figuratively on stage 
to the people of two worlds, and the command’s 
MPs perform their mission in what has been 
described as a political fishbowl. 


Lt. Col. Howard G. Salisbury, provost marshal 
of the Berlin Command, sums up the situation, “We 
expend a great amount of time and energy supply- 
ing services not normally required of the military 
police, and we must be extremely careful while 
performing our duties.” 


The success of the military police, an important 
element of Brig. Gen. Charles S. D’Orsa’s 4000-man 
command in freedom’s outpost, is probably best 
explained by the frustrations of the communist 
propagandists in the East sector of the city. Al- 
ways searching for an “incident” which they can 
distort into an image of Americans as brutal oc- 
cupiers, the Red press is forced to go to fantastic 
lengths to produce its quota of propaganda stories. 

* * * 


HOWEVER, Berlin Command has one of the 
lowest incident rates of any command in the Army. 
This is due, among other things, to the alertness 
of the American military police here. 

The men of the combat-ready 287th have to 
be tough but friendly, rigid yet flexible enough to 
promote good public and international relations 
as they perform their varied tasks. They run the 
gamut of assignments, from patrolling water bound- 
aries in an inboard runabout or checking travel- 
ers. two miles outside Berlin in the Soviet Zone 
to such prosiac jobs as searching for lost pets or 
helping children cross the streets 

No matter what they are doing, however, Amer- 
ican military police in the divided city are always 
conscious of one thing—that the Reds across the 
sector border are watching them, ready to pounce 
on any misdeed by an American. As one MP said, 
“it adds spice to our job.” 

One of the ways by which the American MPs 
maintain their high efficiency is through a close 
working relationship with the West Berlin police.

ANOTHER ASPECT of cooperation is the 
working relationship between the various military 
police units of the three occupying powers—the 
British, French, and Americans. Although their 
methods of operation are not the same—the British 
and French do not use patrols as often as the Amer 
icans—representatives of the three nations help 
one another whenever possible. 

International cooperation also is practiced daily 
at both ends of the 104-mile Berlin-Helmstedt auto- 
bahn, the highway in East Germany utilized by 


the Western nations to travel to and from Berlin 

At “Checkpoint Bravo”’—a tiny island on the 
autobahn two miles from Berlin—an American 
MP works alongside his British counterpart and a 
French gendarme of the Detachment de Gendar- 
merie de Berlin. Travelers are checked not only 
for possession of the proper identification and au- 
thorization, but also for whether they have an ade- 
quate amount of fuel and serviceable spare tires 


The MPs take every possible precaution to prevent 


a breakdown or mishap on this crucial stretch 
of highway. Drivers are given maps and briefed 
before they are allowed to proceed along the re 
maining 102 miles to Helmstedt At the other 
end of the line, similar services for those traveling 
to West Berlin are given by the Helmstedt detach- 
ment. 

In their water patrol on the Wannsee and the 
Havel River, the military police of the Berlin 
Command also have to be aware of international 
incidents. Garbed appropriately for water-borne 


activities, two MPs guide their radio-equipped pa- 
trol boat over the waters of the famous Berlin 
lake. When they see a craft moving too closely to 
the communist shores, they quickly take over and 
assist the boat back to safety. 

To most MPs here, Berlin offers a challenge 
which they feel they must live up to. They usually 
extend themselves and do a better job than they 
would under ordinary circumstances

8 Years of Basic Research

DURHAM, N.C.—Eight years ago this 
summer a unique experiment of cooper- 
ation between an agency of the Army and 
an institution of higher education began 
with the establishment of the Office of 
Ordnance Research at Duke University. 

How do the Army and the University 
feel about this venture eight years later? 

Dr. Paul M. Gross, vice-president of 
Duke in the division of education, says: 
“The success of this collaboration during

basis for effective collaboration between 
the military and scientists in universities.” 

Col. George F. Letst, OOR commander, 
says: “The Office of Ordnance Research 
is indeed fortunate to be located in the 
Research Triangle Area and, in particular, 
at Duke University. In my opinion the 
Duke officials and other personnel have 
been most cordial and helpful in provid- 
ing a scientific home for the Office of 
Ordnance Research.” 

According to Col. Leist, the need for 
a medium for transmission of scientific 
information between the scientific com- 
munity, primarily universities, and the 
Ordnance Corps was recognized most 
clearly while a group of Army Ordnance 
officers was studying in the graduate 
school at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology in 1946, 

In 1951, Gen. Leslie E. Simon, chief 
of research and development for the Ord- 
nance Corps, established an office dedi- 
cated to the collection, evaluation, and dis- 
semination of scientific information to 
the Corps This was in line with Depart- 
ment of Defense policy adopted at that 
time, permitting and directing the mili- 
tary departments to support basic re- 
search, 

It was early foreseen that the most 
likely place for success of this office 
would be in a university atmosphere. 
With this in mind, a group of Ordnance 
personnel, including Col. (now Brig. 
Gen.) Chester Clark, Col. I. Drewry and 
Dr. James Edson, searched the United 
States and selected Duke University, in 
what is now known as the Research Tri- 
angle area of North Carolina, as a site. 

This selection, Col. Leist adds, has 
been most fortunate since the proximity 
of the three Research Triangle institu- 
tions—Duke, the University of North Car- 
olina, and N.C. State College—has been of 
inestimable help in the scientific aims 
of the OOR. 

OOR at Duke is national headquarters 
for the Ordnance Corps’ basic research 
program, which, since its inception eight 
years ago has expended over $40 million 
in support of some 480 separate research 
projects per year being conducted at 125 
schools 


OOR also manages a program to pro- 
duce and keep current a series of 200 
Ordnance Corps engineering design hand- 
books, and also has various other special 
missions. 

* *. ° 

DR. GROSS points out that the func- 

tion of OOR not only is to support basic 


the Ordnance 
but also to en- 


research of interest to 
Corps in all its aspects, 
courage it. 

Basie research supported by the 
Ordnance Corps consists of a large pro- 
gram now totaling some $5.8 million 
annually and a relatively small amount 
of work carried on internally by various 





arsenal laboratories, funded at about 
$500,000 per year. 

Although OOR has administrative re- 
sponsibility for- funding of the arsenal 
research program, the major portion of 
OOR activity deals with schools through- 
out the country. The operational pattern 
is similar to that of a research founda- 
tion, except that due to legal require- 
ments the form of the investigator’s proj- 
ect support is a contract rather than a 
research grant. 

Proposals are generated by those who 
submit them, not by the OOR. For those 
accepted, a contract is made between the 
appropriate Ordnance District and the in- 
stitution where the scientist is located. 
Either OOR or some Ordnance arsenal has 
primary scientific liaison with each proj- 
ect, which is visited about once a year. 

. * . 

WHAT has this large-scale support of 
basic research produced during these 
eight years? 

It has been amply demonstrated his- 
torically that periods ranging from five 
to 10 to 30 years have elapsed between 
fundamental research discoveries and 
their exploitation in applied research and 
development. This process of translating 
fundamental scientific knowledge cannot 
be accelerated beyond a certain point, 
for such use involves additional creative- 
ness, usually by scientists and engineers 
other’ than the one who made the initial 
discovery. What can be done, however, is 
to make every effort to insure that basic 
research results are given .maximum 
circulation and publicity. 

OOR does this several ways, including 
such things as articles in the established, 
scientific journals, symposia between re- 
search scientists and arsenal scientists, 
conferences for chief investigators, attend- 
ance at scientific meetings, both here and 
abroad, circulation of technical mono- 
graphs, distribution of technical reports, 
and issuance of a research bulletin. 

Another facet of major importance in 
the Ordnance-sponsored basic research 
program is that it brings into direct con- 
tact the outstanding research workers 
of the university scientific community with 
scientific people at Ordnance installations.

ON THE WEST COAST, Dr. Edward 
Teller, director of the Radiation Labora- 
tory of the University of California and 
principal speaker at the first OOR-spon- 
sored Junior Science Symposium here, 
has developed a new theory of nuclear 
forces. 

Some 1800 miles away at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, a faculty chemist, Dr. H. 
A. Laitiner has been at work on the 
electrochemisty of fused salts employed 
in thermal batteries which provide a sur- 
prising amount of electrical energy for 
a short period of time and, therefore, are 
useful in guided missile design. 

Still farther east, some 3000 miles 
from Dr. Teller, a Duke University 
faculty member, Dr. William Fairbank, 
has conducted low temperature re- 
search with liquid helium, which has 
been described as “one of the best 
pieces of experimental research In low 
temperature physics that has been re- 
ported in the last five years.” 

These are but examples of OOR-spon- 
sored research projects.

THE SOVIETS are in no posi- 
tion to undertake an all-out war, 
They will not be in position to do 
so until they are able to strike the 
U.S. with’ enough nuclear weapons 
to have some chance of knocking 
out the home bases of our retalia- 
tory forces. As of now, if they trig- 
gered an all-out war they would be 
clobbered, and they know it, They 
could not stop enough of the Stra- 
tegic Air Command’s bombers and 
the strike planes of the Navy’s car- 
rier task forces to save the Soviet 
Union from utter devastation. 


But they might reason, perhaps 
do reason, that they could allow 
their’ East German puppets to try 
to take over in West Berlin. .This 
might not trigger an all-out nuclear 
reply. There would have to be 
inter-allied consultations. We might 
well hesitate to go so far as H- 
bombs on Moscow when the actual 
aggression came from East Ger- 
mans. In part, present Soviet prob- 
ings are directed toward getting an 
answer to this uncertainty. 

However, any such takeover by 
the East German puppet army 
would have to be fast, effective and 
complete, confronting us with an 
accomplished fact within a matter 
of hours, If it met with sufficient 
resistance to delay it, to make the 
decision at all doubtful, the East 
German population, which would 
certainly not be in sympathy with 
such a move, might get up on its 
hind legs. 

In facet the Soviets cannot be sure 
even of their brain-washed East 
German soldiers, carefully selected 
and trained as these have been. 
Would they really go on fighting 
if the goings got tough? Could they 
be induced to attack an Allied 
force of 11,000 men, including two 
crack US. battle groups, a British 
brigade group and a French regi- 
ment — all picked, fully trained 
soldiers with arms of highest qual- 
ity? If they:did attack, would they 
stick it out when the casualties be- 
gan mounting up? 

” * * 

IT MIGHT be a lot easier to pull 
off such a coup if we were kind 
enough to take most of our soldiers 
away beforehand. 

As we examine this practical con- 
sideration, we might also ask our- 
selves what would: be. the effect of 
stich a reduction in the Allied gar- 
rison on the people of West Berlin? 
Would they think such a cutback in- 
dicated that we’re sincere in our 
often protested determination to 
stand by them, no matter what? 

The last thing the Soviets want 
is a battle in East Germany, which 
they are not really prepared to 
back up to the point of all-out war. 
They will start such a battle only 
if they think they ¢an gain their 
object without incurring the penal- 
ty. If they don’t think so, they won't

700 Acres of Timber 
To Be Sold at Rucker 


FORT RUCKER, Ala.—Col. R. W. 
Love, District Engineer at Mobile, 
announced this. week that, in ac- 
cordance with the Army woodland 
management plan, 500,000 board 
feet of pine sawtimber, 100,000 
board feet of hardwood sawtimber, 
and 2000 standard ‘tords of pine 
pulpwood at Rucker are being of- 
fered to the highest bidder for 
harvesting. The timber is contain- 
ed in an area of approximately 700 
acres in the northwestern portion 








The Army Guard plans to add addi- 
tional technicians to its force as 
funds become available during the 
current fiscal year. 

More than 3000 rated Guard 
pilots are scheduled to be assigned 
to Guard aviation companies—27 
divisional units plus an assortment 
of tactical -wing and _heli- 
copter transportation units—by the 
end of fiscal year 1962.

50 aircraft, including 16 observa- 
tion planes, six multi-passenger 
craft, 20 reconnaissance helicopters 
and eight utility helicopters. In ad- 
dition, surveillance platoons are 
being activated in each divisional 
aviator company.

viding a ‘to’ and ‘from’ box, a re 
marks section, and a signature book 
if necessary.” 

A eontinual review of report 
forms was suggested with the add- 
ed notation to “recognize that the 
effort involved in modifying obso- 
lete forms probably willbe -more | 
than the cost of printing new 
forms.” 

Commanders also were ordered 
to weigh “the necessity for data.” 
For instance, it was said: 

“Keep the requirements to a min- 
imum. Do not require complete 
rosters of a strength summary will 
do. Do not require a complete in- 
ventory if a report of changes will 
do... 

“Avoid reports by substituting 
command visits whenever possible, 
Do not require a certification that 
something has or has not been 
done.” 

Great emphasis was placed on 
the responsibility of a commander 
to personally see that an order is 
carried out rather than sit at his 
desk and demand a report on what 
has or has not been done. 

Meanwhile, in Change 2 to AR 
335-11, the Army provided a list of 
approved recurring reports. It took

WASHINGTON—AIl unit com- 
manders in the Army were or- 
dered this week to make prompt 
replies to business men who write 


letters complaining that military 
personnel have failed to pay their 
just debts. 


Circular 600-23 indicated that 
the volume of dunning correspond- 
ence received at headquarters of 
the Army here in Washington was 
increasing, and said the situation 
was a matter of “major concern.” 
The circular continued: 

“A study of this correspondence 
indicates a common complaint that 
one or more letters have been writ- 
ten to the immediate commander of 
service member without courtesy 
of a reply. Reference regulation 
requires that the immediate com- 
mander will insure that a prompt 
and courteous reply is made to all 
such correspondence.” 

The communication also pointed 
out: 

“Prompt replies are conducive to 
good public relations and will serve 
to reduce the volume of corre- 
spondence received at this and 
other headquarters.” 

Commanders were referred to 
paragraph 9, AR 600-10 on how to 
handle alleged deadbeats. 

That regulation, in turn, refers 
commanders to articles 133 and 
134 of the UCMS and paragraph 
213b, MCM, 1951 under which dis- 
ciplinary action can be taken

personnel . . . Normally it is not 
difficult to distinguish between an 
honest denial of an obligation and 
a dishonest or irresponsible evasion 
thereof.” 

However, the Army and no com- 
mander in it has any power to re- 
quire a soldier or officer to pay 
debts or to divert pay, and it is a 
matter for the civil courts to de- 
cide whether a debt is justified. 

In case of civil court judgments, 
the Army still cannot deduct any 
amount from a military paycheck, 

On the other hand, commanders, 
in flagrant cases, can institute court 
martial proceedings against dead- 
beats on the grounds, in the case 
of a soldier, of misconduct and, in 
the case of an officer, on charges of 
conduct unbecoming an officer. 

In the case of both soldier and 
officer, a court can impose a maxi- 
mum penalty of dismissal from 
service or up to six months con- 
finement, or both.

Explorer IV, the second Army 

satellite still orbiting, is expected 
to re-enter earth’s atmosphere and 
be destroyed during September of 
this year. 
Explorer I has traveled approxi- 
mately 191,588,000 miles since the 
historic launching 31 Jan, 1958. 
Carrying instrumentation designed 
by Dr. James Van Allen of the 
State University of Iowa to meas- 
ure intensity of high energy radia- 
tion in outer space, the satellite 
also investigated the frequency of 
micrometeorite impact and temper- 
atures inside and outside the satel- 
lite. Its radio transmitters func- 
tioned for approximately three 
months, 

Explorer IV has travelled ap- 
proximately 132,495,000 miles since 
its 26 July 1958 launching. It car- 
ried cosmic radiation measuring in- 
struments as well as other devices 
to record temperatures, Its radio 
transmitters operated until Oc- 
tober, 1958. Explorer IV was 
launched as a primary instrument 
of measuring artificial radiation 
created by the Project Argus high- 
altitude atomic explosions. 

Explorer III, a third Army- 
launched satellite, which is no long- 
er orbiting, was hurled aloft on 26 
March 1958, and re-entered earth’s 
atmosphere three months later 
after travelling 34 million miles. 
This satellite also carried cosmic 
ray intensity measuring devices.

ORIGINALLY, Explorer I com- 
pleted an orbit every 114.9 minutes, 
soaring out to an apogee of 1573 
miles and to a perigee of 224 miles. 
The satellite is now completing an 
orbit every 110.16 minutes with an 
apogee of 1328 miles and a perigee 
of 221 miles. 

Explorer IV initially completed 
an orbit every 110.09 minutes. Apo- 
gee was 1370 miles and perigee 165 
miles. Presently the satellite is

Here are some of the situations 
that some men and women find 
themselves in: 

Ordered to one or more over- 
sea tours where overstrength in 
E-6 and E-7 has prevented them 
from moving into the slot that the 
sergeant got in such a short time. 
This in itself, can account for 
as. many as three to nine or 10 
years in grade for some of our 
older men’ and women. 

Many, in order to make them- 
selves valuable to the Army, have 
forfeited promotion for up to one 
year while in non-promotable stat- 
us as students in Army schools. 

Those in such situations over- 
seas are expected to give their best 
in spite of no hopes of reward for 
as much as three years at a time. 
They have to do their best or they 
wouldn’t keep an excellent conduct 
and efficiency rating. Many of them 
have these kind of records. We 
need these people in service. 

Let’s give a word of encourage- 
ment to the men and women who 
are the backbone of the Army and 
who work in face of forced time 
in grade, who go to college on 
off-duty time, and do Army cor 
respondence courses to improve 
themselves, in spite of having had 
many years already in grade. 

The above type we need more 
than the gripers and the ambition 
seekers. Let the master sergeant 
get out and give the E-7 slot to 
someone who would be glad to get 
it, or let him get a commission 
or warrant if he is as fully quali- 
fied as he thinks. Thank goodness 
we have men in service who don’t 
keep threatening to quit because

WASHINGTON—The Army Medical] Service will cclebeitadeie 
Monday, 27 July. On this date in 1775, the Continental Congress 4 
ment of “an hospital,” after Gen. George Washington requested’a 
his young Army. Surgeon Benjamin Church was appointed the 


Chief Surgeon.” 


On 1 June, 1959, Maj. Gen. Leon- 
ard D. Heaton was sworn in as the 
30th Surgeon General of the Army. 
The present term of office is four 
years, but in the past it has ranged 
from less than three months to 
more than 24 years. 


From its humble beginning, the 
Army Medical Service expanded 
during recent wartime periods to 
care for an average of some 367,000 
Army patients during the last year 
of War II. During the past fiscal 


year the average number of 
patients in Army hospitals was 
about 9000. 


With the years, the pattern of 
medical research has changed and 
enlarged. Research is now Gon- 
ducted by the Army Medical Re- 
search and Development Command 
in seven laboratories in the United 
States and four research units over- 
seas, as well as through contracts 
with over 100 universities and re- 
search organizations across the 
country. Army medical research 
laboratories, such as the Walter 
Reed Army Institute of Research, 
the Army Medical Research Labora- 
tory, and the Army Tropical Re 
search Medical Laboratory have be 
come well known. 

Army-sponsored internship and 
residency programs are now avail 
able to medical school graduates. 
Assistance is given those medical 
officers who are preparing to take 
their American Boards. Post-gradu 
ate professional training programs 
are conducted for physicians, den 
tists, nurses, and other specialists. 
And, every opportunity is taken to 
encourage medical personnel to im- 
prove their knowledge

THE HISTORY of the Army 
Medical Service during the past 
ear lists such productive develop 
ments as revival of the biblical 
method of mouth-to-mouth resusci 


tation; a rapid method for estima- 
tion of the total leukocyte count;

cancer cells with fluorescent dye; 
a new insect repellent, Diethy- 


lioluamide; development of the 
Phase I Emergency Medical Treat- 
ment Unit containing supplies suf- 
ficient for emergency treatment of 
casualties occurring in 100 per- 
sonnel for about 72 hours following 
a nuclear attack or a _ natural

IN LINE WITH the recommenda-

In November 1958, a wind chill

The newly established Biophysics 
and Austronautics Branch of the 


|Army Medical Research and De- 
| velopment Command participated 
|in two launchings of primates into 
space. The first flight, made by 
one-pound monkey “Gordo,” was 
successful, ‘but the nose cone and 
animal were not recovered. The 


second flight was made by a seven- 
pound monkey “Able,” and a one- 
pound monkey, “Baker,” and they 
were recovered successfully. 

This established that primates, 
having many of the physical and 
mental characteristics of man, can 
be propelled 300 miles into space 
for a distance of 1500 miles at a 
maximum speed of about. 10,000 
miles per hour, and survive un- 
harmed. No variation of physiolog- 
ical phenomena attributable to 
weightlessness were observed. The 
test did not provide information on 
state of consciousness or perform- 
ance capability during flight. 

The second bioflight did prove 
that the Ordnance Engineer-Med- 
ical Team could predict the condi- 
tions required to protect life dur- 
ing rocket flight and could fabricate 
necessary capsules so that primates 
could be recovered unharmed.

THE ARMY’S phychiatric admis- 
sions hit an all-time low of eight 
per 1000 average strength in the 
calendar year of 1958. Through 
close collaboration with the Mili- 
tary Police Corps and the support 
of the Army correctional program, 
three of five disciplinary barracks 
were closed in the past year and a 
half. The expansion of rapid psy- 
chotherapeutic techniques de- 
veloped in War II and Korea has 
provided the basis for similar tech- 
niques in civilian life. 

The distribution in the fall of 
1958 of the Army Medical Service 
Formulary (TM 8-245) climaxed 
several years of effort devoted to 
the compilation of a single refer- 
ence which would provide, in one 
convenient location, essential data 


on the Army’s current therapeutic 
armamentarium. This Formulary is 
the first publication of its kind in

Scientists at Walter Reed Army 
Institute of Research have made 
considerable progress on their 
studies of a new drug, THAM, for 
overcoming the effects of carbon 
dioxide.

THE READINESS of the Army 
to assist civilian communities and 
countries in distress was demon- 
strated again in the 1958-59 Thai- 
land epidemic of cholera in South- 
east Asia.

A burn treatment team from the 
Surgical Research Unit, Brooke 
Army Medical Center, Fort Sam 
Houston, Tex., was sent to Chicago 


| in December 1958 to assist in the 


care and management of the vic- 
tims of the disasterous fire at Our 
Lady of the Angels school. 

As part of the peacetime train- 
ing of helicopter crews, other gov- 
ernmental agencies and officials 
of civilian communities have used 
them for rapid evacuation, or 
aerial reconnaissance. They have 
delivered doctors’ and nurses to 
outlying areas, brought patients 
into hospitals from relatively inac- 
cessible outposts, delivered. food 
and’ medical supplies to snowbound 
families, assisted in the evacuation 
of flood victims, and helped search 
for a boy and his dog when they 
fell through the ice, 


One of the evacuation heliocop- 
ters.stood by at the 1959 American 
Medical Association meeting in At- 
lantie City so that physicians could 
see at first hand what potefitial 
this form of transportation could 
afford in widespread areas. or over 
difficult terrain.

ARMY MEDICAL SERVICE 
achievements have helped to pro- 
tect the health of the nation, as 
well as the Army, over the years. 
Among those accomplishments 
widely associated with the Army 
are: 

The identification of the Asian 
influenza virus in 1957; the develop- 
ment of new drugs for protection 
against typhus fevers and malaria;

Studied 


WASHINGTON — Did you ever pay an automobile 
mechanic five bucks an hour to work on your car, and still 
not find the bugs? Did you ever wonder how long the old 





buggy would last and whether it 
was time to trade-in for a new car? 

The Army may come up with 
what it hopes will be a fool-proof 
method to provide answers to those 
always troublesome questions. It 
was disclosed last week that the 
Army is studying a new system 
which may revolutionize ways of 
inspecting automobiles, trucks and 
combat vehicles. 

It is designed, the Army said, 
to save “large” sums of money and 
manpower by taking the guesswork 
out of finding electrical and me- 
chanical faults in engines. 

The new method of troubleshoot- 
ing calls for use of electronic equip- 
ment in pinpointing sources of mal- 
functions and potential break- 
downs. 

Spotting troubles now is often by 
the guess and tinkering system, 
which results in waste of time and 
labor. 

The automatic checkout system 
idea now being studied at Frank- 
ford Arsenal would employ elec- 
tronic inspection, quickly analyzing 
all parts of a vehicle, including its 
ignition system, engine, drive and 
other components Electronie check- 
outs already are used in missile 
systems.

THE CONCEPT calls for a digi- 
tal computer which would receive 
information from transducers, per- 
haps small microphones or stetho- 
scopes, attached to various automo- 
bile parts. Information received 
would be matched against predeter- 
mined standards and tolerances, 
providing an accurate basis for 
judging the condition of vehicles. 

Ultimately, it was said, the sys- 





tem could be used to measure the 


fatigue stresses in all metals of the 
vehicle, thus predicting the pos- 
Sible life of the car.

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Brucker Calls 
For ‘One Army’ 


WASHINGTON — Secretary of the Army Wilber M. 
Brucker this week propounded an entirely new concept that 


all ground forces of the nation—the active Army, 


the Ready 


Reserve and the National Guard—should be thought of as 


“one army.” 

His theme was one of two steps 
taken by the Army in the space of 
a few days to give reservists recog- 
nition similar to that given Regu- 
lars. A new regulation (AR 135-16) 
was issued ordering that Reserve 
officers on active duty be accorded 
appropriate farewell letters and 
ceremonies when they leave the 
active ranks. 

This régulation said: 

“Army National Guard and Army 
Reserve officers have performed 
conscientious and faithful service 
in the defense of the United States 
over a period of many years, often 
at personal expense, inconvenience 
and hardship. In view of their loyal 
service, it is proper that recogni- 
tion (and a fitting farewell) be ex- 
tended to them individually when 
warranted by their record of serv- 
ice.” 

Brucker outlined the new think- 
ing in a speech before the Rain- 
bow Division’ Veterans Association 
at Kansas City, Mo. The import of 
his remarks was generally over- 
looked but from now on look for 
all elements of the active Army 
te pound home the same theme 

srucker declared: 

“Today we have a golden oppor- 
tunity to RESHAPE the Army (ed- 
itor’s note — he was referring to 


the active Army, the Army Reserve | of 


and the National Guard) into 
something more unified in spirit 
and in being because an evident 
threat and danger stalks among us, 
binding us together in the fellow- 
ship of common peril.”

4. Extend the moratorium on 
mandatory -retirement by reason 
of service and grade for all unit 
officers until 1 Jan. 1962, but re- 
tain effective date of 1 July 1960, 
for other officers.’

CHARLESTON, S.C. — The com- 
manding officer, officers and crew 
of the USS Trigger held open 
house aboard their fine ship re- 
cently to show the invited guests 
all the ship’s modern features. The 
Trigger will be home ported here 
in August. 

Lt. Comdr. A. P. Kulik, of Man- 
ehester, N.H., is the commanding 
officer of the Trigger. 

Trigger was launched on June 
14, 1951 and commissioned on 
March 31, 1952 at Groton, Conn. 
She is one of seven high speed at- 
tack class submarines built for 
increased manueverability and for 
higher submerged speed. 

This has been accomplished by 
streamlining the superstructure, 
eliminating deck guns, and by in- 
creasing the battery capacity. In 
addition, Triggenz possesses the 
modern snorkel system. Air enter- 
ing the boat through the snorkel 
permits the use of the diesel 
engines when Trigger is submerged 

Trigger is 277 feet in length and

CHARLESTON, 8.C. — Come 
August, the USS Howard W. Gil- 
more will sail into Charleston, to 
join a number of ships to be home 
ported here. 


The Gilmore is the sixth of seven 
Fulton Class “kell up” submarine 
tenders. 

Construction on the Gilmore was 
authorized by an act of Congress 
on June 14, 1942. 

When the keel of the Gilmore 
was laid, in Mare Island Navy Yard, 
Vallejo, Calif., she was to be 
named the USS Neptune. Prior to 
her launching, however, the Navy 
Department, desiring to honor one 
of the outstanding heroes of War 
II, re-named her the Howard W. 
Gilmore.

SHE took her name from Comdr. 
Howard W. Gilmore, who, lying 
wounded on the bridge of his sub- 
marine, the USS Growler, gave the 
order “Take Her Down,” and by 
that order gave his life to save 
his submarine and his crew. 

The Gilmore was launched Sep- 
tember 16, 1943, with Mrs. Howard

The 376-foot destroyer is com- 
manded by Cmdr: Charlie L. Nagle. 

The 2,050-ton ship, a combat vet- 
eran of War II, is a unit of Navy 
Reserve Escort Squadron Four. She 





has a complement of 10 officers and | 


170 enlisted men. 

Commissioned in 1944, the Robin- 
son earned eight battle stars in the 
Pacific from June, 1944 to Septem 
ber, 1945, participating in the Sai- 
pan, Guam, Tinian, Western Caro- 
lines and Philippine operations. 
She was in an inactive status in the 
Reserve Fleet in Charleston for five 
years after the war, but was reac- 
tivated in 1951.

W. Gilmore, widow of Commander 
Gilmore, acting as her sponsor. 
The Gilmore was placed in commis- 
sion on May 24, 1944 under the 
Command of Capt. D. N. Cone, 
USN, her first commanding officer. 

Gilmore’s first duty was at the 
Marjuro Atoll-in the Marshall Is- 
lands. During her five-month tour 
of duty she fitted out submarines 
for war patrols, made necessary re- 
pairs and trained relief crews for 
the submarines. 


As the war moved forward, so did 
Gilmore. She joined a convoy at 
Humboldt Bay and sailed for Subic 
Bay, Luzon, the Philippine Islands, 


She arrived on station in March 
of 1945 for duty with the Subma- 
rine Forces of the Seventh Fleet as 
the relief for the USS Griffin. 


Gilmore refitted and _ provi- 
sioned submarines for war pa- 
trols, set up a rest camp for sub- 
marine crews and carried on rou- 
tine tender duties until the end 
of hostilities In 1945. 


When she was released from duty 
with the Seventh Fleet, more than 
one thousand passengers were load- 
ed who were heading for the Uni- 
ted States and civilian life. 

Gilmore steamed to Pearl Harbor 
and then to San Diego, late in Sep- 
tember of 1945, thus completing her 
activities in War II. 

Gilmore’s history from 1946) 
until 1959 can be best summarized 
by the word “service.” 

She has rendered tender services 
to the submarines of Squadron 4 
primarily, however, she has also 
rendered needed services to other 
naval units when the need present- 
ed itself. 

The year 1958 proved to be one of 
the most eventful years for the 
Gilmore. In January Gilmore 
steamed to St. Thomas, Virgin Is- 
lands, where she participated in|

Fresh Test milk is the result of 
West End’s introduction of a new 
method of milk processing known 
as thermalization. The new method 
takes place in a high-heat process 
machine, the Roswell Heater. 

West End has installed the first 
Roswell Heater in the South, add- 
ing another ‘first’ to its 45-year 
history. In 1918, it was the first 
South Carolina dairy to pasteurize 
milk and in 1935, the first dairy 
to homogenize milk.

ABERDEEN PROVING 
GROUND, Md. — In the less 
than 12 months that he has 
commanded the Ordnance 
Corps’ Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, Maj. Gen. Holger 
N. Toftoy has reoriented 
the post from a place simply 
for testing “bullets and gun 
tubes” to its new mission as 
one of the United States’ 
most efficient and elaborate 
research centers. 

“I don’t know how he did it,” 
said a civilian cab driver taking 
me from one interview to anoth- 
er, “but this ain’t the same post 
it was. Morale here’s terrific 
now. People are proud of what 
they’re doing. They know they’ve 
got a job right out ahead of the 
rest of the Army.” 

Doing the impossible is noth- 
ing new for Gen. Toftoy. He di- 
rected “Operation Paperclip” 
which saw the German rocket 
team headed by Dr. Wernher 
von Braun and 127 of his com- 
patriots come to work for the 
United States. Col. James P. 
Hamill, working for Toftoy in 
Europe in 1945, also played a key 
part in “Paperclip,” obtaining 
enough parts so that more than 
100 V-2 rockets were brought 
back to this country for the test 
firings which permitted the Army 
to catch up with and go ahead 


of the rest of the free world in 
guided missile development

weapons and records of how men 
fought and fight today. In its lab- 
oratories military and civilian 
scientists develop the tools of war 
for today and for 20 years from 
now. Many of those who will 
build and maintain these weapons 
are trained here. 

General Toftoy directs all these 
activities. He has found a new 
mission. Until recently, he spent 
12 years “selling” guided missiles 
to the Army and the country. 
Now he is “selling” the capabil- 
ity of APG to lead in the devel- 
opment of all the items for which 
the Ordnance Corps, as the 
Army’s armorer, is responsible. 

The limelight is relatively new 
to Toftoy. Graduating high in 
his West Point Class of 1926, he 
was a teacher (at the Military 
Academy from 1930-1935) and 
a Coast Artilleryman. In War 
II, he headed Ordnance Techni- 
cal Intelligence in Europe. Then 
he was chie of Ordnance Guided 
Missile research and develop- 
ment, 

In 1954, he assumed com- 
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Since the successful satellite 
launchings, recognition the 
leadership that Gen. Toftoy exer- 
cised has been growing. He was 
named as one of three men who 
contributed most to Explorer I 
by Dr. Von Braun. He received 
the James H. Wyld Memorial 
Award from the American Rocket 
Society in 1958. 

The general is married to the 
former Miss Hazel Schweikert. 
The Toftoys have two children, 
a daughter, Mrs. George K, Wil- 
liams of Huntsville, Ala., and 
2d Lt. Charles N. Toftoy, USMA 
1958, who is now. stationed in 
Germany as an infantryman. 


Carrying out the missions of 
the post are some 5700 troops 
and 4600 civilians.: Involved in 
the operation of the post and in 
the research, testing and devel- 
opment activities are about 1500 
military men and women. Anoth- 
er 1500 are involved in the train- 
ing activities as permanent party. 
Some 2500 students are in school 
courses at any one time. And 200 
female soldiers operate the hos- 
pital.

IN TERMS of its position in 
the local economy, APG has been 
described as the “third largest 
industry in the Baltimore metro- 
politan area, possibly in Mary- 
land.”

Items do fail in use. One of the 
jobs of D&PS is to set the limits

Some items can’t be tested here. No range

ample, can be fired. But the components in this 
air defense missile were tested here to make 
sure they would meet Army specifications. 

As the new M60 tank comes off the assembly 
line at Dover, Del., each one in which an engineer- 
ing change has been made will be brought to APG 
so that D&PS can be assured that the new version

most of the demonstrations for which Aberdeen 
Proving Ground is justly famous. 

On the Munson test range, where conditions 
can be stabilized and controlled to assure that 
every vehicle tested meets the same standards, 
vehicles from the 900-pound Army mule to the 
90-ton 280mm gun carrier are made to climb 
slopes up to 72-degrees, go through a fording 
basin four feet deep, operate over a frame-twist- 
ing concrete course, and slog through mud.

Strange things are done. To get a perfect test, 
sometimes D&PS will fire a target at a shell in- 
stead of the shell at a target.

Aberdeen Lab Has a Finger 
In All Services’ Weapons 


HE “new” Ballistics Research 

Laboratory at APG is oriented 
toward the future. Already it 
has paid off with.a new solid 
rocket fuel which will improve by 
10 percent or more the specific 
impulse or power available to 
missile flights. 

BRL is involved in almost ev- 
ery weapon development project 
in which any of the services is 
interested. How this happens, 
BRL Director, went 
Col. James P. 
Hamill, ex- 
plains, is this: 

In 1938, the 
Ordnance 
Corps decided 
that it had to 
find out how 
and why pro- 
jectiles act as 
they do. To 
gather this in- 4 
formation, it COL. HAMIL 
found that it had to know what 
happens inside a gun tube, in the 
air and at the end of the projec- 
tile trajectory. 

From this requirement arose 
the Internal Ballistics Labora- 
tory, the External Ballistics Lab- 
oratory, and the Terminal Ballis- 
tics Laboratory. 

These needed additional infor- 
mation on making measurements 
of ballistic events, and the Ballis- 
tics Measurement Laboratory was 
born to meet this need. 

Simply gathering the informa- 
tion was not enough. It had to 
be put im-useful form. The Com- 
puting Laboratory, responsible 
for developing firing tables for 
weapons tested so that the man 
in the field.could shoot accurate- 
ly, was the result. 

With this set up, it was possible 
to produce information about 
single weapons; But how did the 
weapons which Ordnance sup- 
plied the Army work together? 
The Weapons Systems Labora- 
tory studies this. 

And in its studies, it sees 
where there are gaps, where new 
techniques could be applied. 
Looking ahead, using “this in- 
formation and other facts from 
other sources, the future Weap- 
ons Systems Agéncy tries to be 
prepared to arm the Army of the 
future. 

» * * 

AS THE ARMY moved from 
gun tubes to missiles, it became 
apparent that what goes on in- 
side rocket motors parallels what 
happens inside a gun tube which 
is preparing to project a missile. 
The problems are more complex. 

When the business of a 

missile explodes, what happens 






is important in the design of 
more efficient warheads. These 
warheads today include atomic 
and thermonuclear explosives. 

Firing tables for long range 
missiles require an understand- 
ing of the earth and the space 
around it unthought of by conven- 
tional artillerists.. 

The “new” BRL is prepared to 
meet these changes in the areas 
it must investigate, simply to 
provide the information about 
new weapons that it used to pro- 
vide about conventional ones, 

And, in developing this capabil- 
ity, it has gathered a resource of 
knowledge, experimental tools 
and techniques which is unique. 

Recognizing this, the Defense 
Department’s Advanced Research 
Projects Agency has contracted 
for nearly $5 million worth of 
effort from BRL in the past 18 
months. It would: like more of 
BRL’s time and effort; 

But, Col. Hamill: says, BRL 
must. concentrate on its primary 
mission of supporting the Ord- 
nance: Corps. 

* be NY, 

BRL is likewise involved in the 
National Aeronautical and Space 
Agency’s activities. Study of the 
earth and its atmosphere_and of 
the space above it requires 
probes. Within the next 12 
months, BRL will fire probes to 
an altitude of 1 > i? above 
the earth from NASA’s Wallop 
Island firing range: Already it 
has fired five-sta vehicles to 
heights of 150 miles there. 

To develop this information, 
BRL has a staff of more than 
1000 military and civilian scien- 
tists. Among the civilians, 400 of 
600 scientists have advanced de- 
grees. One, Dr. Boris Garfinkel, 
this year’s recipient of BRL’s own 
Kent Award to the scientist on 
its staff “deemed most worthy of 
special recognition, for his work,” 
has been called the.eountry’s out- 
standing mathematician in the 
field of celestial me¢hanics.

A special APG ID card is re- 
quired for some assignments.

Cab and bus service is avail- 
able both on post and between the 
post and the town of Aberdeen, 
five miles away. 

Cameras are not permitted in 
certain areas of the post. 

The usual postal, Red Cross, 
library, educational center and 
similar services are available. 

There is but one theater on 
the post.

nance responsibilities and mis- 
sions will be and what special 
problems this will create for 
Ordnance Corps. It is not con- 
cerned with~ developing future 
weapons. That job is left to other 
agencies, both within and out- 
side Ordnance. It can initiate 
studies on its own or -undertake 
such studies as it is directed to 
by the Chief of Ordnance. Mo- 
bilization planning is part of its 
mission. 

The usual staff and administra- 
tive agencies are also available 
to the post. commander. 

But when one asks, What is 
Aberdeen Proving Ground?, the 
answer is that four principal 
agencies contribute most great- 
ly to its-mission. Two are called 
“national mission activities.” 
These are the Ordnance Ballis- 
tic Research Laboratories and 
the Ordnance Development and 
Proof Services. 

There are also four “special 
mission activities”: The Human 
Engineering Laboratory, the 


Coating and Chemical Labora- 
tory, the Explosive Ordnance Dis- 
posal Office and the Ordnance 
Technical Intelligence Office. 

Since much of the activity of 
these last two is classified, they 
are described below. The activ- 
ities of three others are treated 
separately. 

* * * 

THE Ordnance Technical Intel- 
ligence Office has as its mission 
the job of assuring that Ameri- 
can troops are never surprised in 
combat by an enemy “secret 
weapon.” Available to the office 
is the 528th Ordnance Technical 
Intelligence Det., ready at any 
time to go any place in the world 
to help get information. 

Information about foreign ord 
nance is collected, evaluated, an 
alyzed and sent out to troops by 
OTI’s staff of civilian and mili- 
tary experts. How this infor- 
mation is collected is one of the 
secrets of the organization. The 
information it sends out is often 
classified. (We don’t want any 





potential enemy to know how 
much we know about them.) 

The OTI here is commanded 
by Capt. James B. Taylor. 

Another agency here at APG 
about which there is little pub 
licity is the Explosive Ordnance 
Disposal Office. It too has an 
operational unit available to it~ 
the 544th EOD Detachment (Con- 
trol). 

At APG, the office is mainly a 
staff agency, planning, collect- 
ing and disseminating informa- 
tion, all designed to protect the 
U.S. and its troops in the field 
against bombs and missiles which 
don’t go off. 

Lt. Col. Monroe L. 
heads the office here 

From this office, to Civil De 
fense agencies and more than 
60 EOD Detachments in the U.S 
and overseas, go the _ plans, 
information, SOPs, procedures 
whose goal is to protect civilians 
and troops against any unex- 
ploded munition from a rifle bul- 
let to a hydrogen bomb

[F IT takés a man with three hands to operate 

all the switches on a control panel, or if a man 
can pick his teeth while his vehicle is bucking 
across the rough terrain, since there are others 
in the crew also picking their teeth — with 
other jobs to do, the weapons 
system is improperly designed 
from a human engineering 
point of view. 

One job of the Human En.- 
gineering Laboratory, under 
the direction of Dr. John E. 
Weisz, is to make sure that the 
weapons systems that become 
operational in the Army are 
neither too complex for a man 
to operate on the one hand Sm (| 
and, on the other, fail to use oe ER 
a man’s full ability. DR. WEISZ 

The second job — one which keeps the scien- 
tists, both military and civilian, happy — is in- 
vestigating man’s abilities in order to find out just 
what he can do under various situations of stress 
From this, more perfect man-machine complexes 
can be developed to take their place in the grow- 
ing family of weapons systems needed by a mod- 
ern Army.

IMPORTANT in the work done at the Lab, 
Dr. Weisz says, are the enlisted men assigned as 
Scientific and Professional Personnel (S&P) who 
take on responsibilities far beyond what is nor- 
mally expected of them and do an outstanding job 

Three-quarters of the work done in this largest 
of all Human Engineering Laboratories, not only 
in the Army but in the entire Defense establish- 
ment, is concerned with specific weapons systems 

Harold°T. Curran, an S&P, is in charge of the 
team working on the Infantry Assault Weapon, 
Light, about which all details but its existence 
are classified. Another S&P, Richard G. Lazar 
has had charge of the work on Red Eye, a guided 
missile with which an individual infantryman will 
be able to bring down strafing planes 

There are 16 or 17 S&Ps working here, either 
as the engineer or psychologist on edch team 
which works on weapofis including Vigilante, 
Nike Zeus, Lacrosse, Pershing, DopLoc (a detec- 
tor which works on the doppler principle), Jupi- 
ter, Sergeant, Davy Crockett, Hawk, the T113E2

But though specific weapons take up most of 

the Lab’s efforts, it is in the future that Dr 
Weisz sees the Lab’s greatest contribution For 
it is now ready to start introducing items into 
weapons systems which are designed to take full 
advantage of human capabilities. 

Framed on Dr. Weisz’s wall is a letter from 
the Food Machinery Corporation. A former S&P 
enlisted type, Joseph A. Goschwind, stayed on at 
the Lab as a civilian and was assigned to work on 
the T113E2. The problem was that the noise in- 
side the vehicle was so great that troops were worn 
out from just riding in it. 

Tests established that road wheels should be 
moved, fans repositioned, brackets relocated 
More than 20 such changes, all relatively minor 
in themselves, were recommended. 

The letter from Food Machinery praises the 
efforts of the Lab in improving the design, in 
establishing a pleasant working arrangement, and 
for the savings — not only in fatigue due & 
noise —.but in actual wear and in improved per- 
formance that resulted from Goschwind’s work 
and that of others on the T113E-2 project

Why Was That Japanese Holdout 


Stealing the Army’s 


THE BOTTLETOP AFFAIR, 
by Gordon Cotler.

L": Merle Wye had 10 college 

credits in Japanese when the 
World War II draft came along 
and converted him into a see- 
ond lieutenant and a language 
specialist. His commanding offi- 
cer in Hawaii swapped him for a 
lieutenant who could play better 
shortstop, so Wye had to give up 
his easy job of translating Japa- 
nese field kitchen recipes and re- 
port to a tiny island in the Paci- 
fic. 

The big problem on the island 
of Rotohan—aside from building 
a huge B-29 base—was to catch 
a holdout Japanese who stole the 
Army’s Coca-Cola, canned and 
bottled gefilte fish. The com- 
manding general of the island 
wanted this holdout, nicknamed 
Bottletop, captured immediately, 
and Lt. Wye was the man who had 
to do it. 

Catching the elusive Japanese 
wasn’t a very serious problem to 
Lt. Wye—after all, Bottletop 
wasn’t really hurting anybody 
except that the hunt interfered 
with Wye’s relationship with a 
stacked nurse with bedroom eyes.

Indians Get a Break 


In This 1886 History 


MASSACRES OF THE MOUN- 
TAINS, by J. P. Dunn Jr. Pub- 
lished by Archer House, Inc. New 
York. $6.95.

I have-a shelf of books concern- 

ing the wars between the 
American Indians and the United 
States. I have read every book on 
that shelf. And I am still con- 
vinced the American Indians got 
the short end of the deal, every 
time. 

For it is not the man who starts 
the wars, or who fights the wars, 
or who wins or loses them, who 
winds up the “victor”. . . it is 
the man who writes the history 
of that war who always wins. 

In the case of the American 
Indians, the white man wrote 
the accounts of the centuries of 
conflict that reduced the Ameri- 
can Indians to a slave race, a 
poor, starving people, dependent 
on the grudging charity of their 
bitterest enemies who believed, 
and practiced, the doctrine “the 
only good Indian is a dead one.” 

“Massacres of the Mountains” 
was first published in 1886. And 
it remains until this day one of 
the finest sourcebooks on the 
Indian wars ever written. It 
covers 60 years of the bloody con- 
flict between the American In- 
dians and the greedy white men 
who wanted the Indians’ lands. 
It gives the Indian leaders, and 
there were many, a break now 
and then. 

Above all, this book strives for 
objectivity in viewing a struggle 
to carve out an American empire 
from a wilderness and is a grim 
commentary on the mean treat-

For these reasons any book 
which deals with the problems 
of national objectives and na- 

tional strategy should be read 
and studied by Army officers. 
Col. Reinhardt’s book is of par- 
ticular interest in this field 
since it was written by a re- 
tired Army officer. - 

Although this book was pub- 
lished over four years ago, to a 
very great degree it is still of 
current interest. It is discourag- 
ing to recognize the current va- 
lidity of many of the author’s 
criticisms of our national] strat- 
egy and to realize how little has 


been accomplished since this 
book was written. 
* om 
THE..BASIC PROBLEM, as 


outlined by the author, is that 
the US is countering a coordi- 
nated, flexible, global program 
of expansion by the Soviet Union 
with piecemeal, scattered coun- 
terattacks only in those areas 
where the situation at the mo- 
ment is most out of hand. As 
the answer to this problem, Col. 
Reinhardt proposes the develop- 
ment of bold enlightened poli- 
cies directed toward peace—and 
the organization of a supporting 
military strategy, fully subordi- 
nated to our national policy. 

He further states that our 
foreign policy should comple- 
ment, not undermine, our do- 
mestic economy and that our 
capacity to wage war should be 
the last weapon we rely upon 
in a program designed to gain 
relative security, not the first. 
To reach this goal, we must di- 
rect all our planning and effort 
toward regaining the initiative 
in the cold war. 

Expressed in such general 
terms, there is nothing new in 
Col. Reinhardt’s proposals. There 
is no closed season on the makers 
of national policy, and there has 
never been any shortage of hunt- 
ers, skilled or untutored. For 
the past 10 years we have all 
heard constant cries for bold 
new policies which would seize 
the initiative from the Russians. 
However, in this book, the au- 
thor goes further and develops 
concepts, policies and specific 
actions for the accomplishment 
of these general ends. 

* * * 

AFTER a brief geopolitical 
analysis of the major areas of 
the world,’ the author reaches 
the conclusion that for the pres- 
ervation of freedom in our time 
the one feasible solution consist- 
ent with our ideals and respon- 
sive to our geographical position 
is the creation of a multi-base, 
world-wide power balance. 

This objective requires the re- 
duction of Soviet power by free- 
ing its unwilling satellites and 
the buildup of European (Ger- 
man) and Japanese power. He 
goes on to state that our blue- 
print for this multi-base balance 
of power should aspire to a gen- 
eral lineup of regional commun- 
ities: the Anglo-American zoné, 
a federated independent Europe, 
Asia with its three main ele 
ments — Japan, China, and In- 
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Maj. John Desmond, Artillery,

Military Operations. He works: 
in the International and Policy ;

For the attainment of this 
situation, the U.S. objective 
toward the Soviet bloc should 
be a meaningful settlement 
which does not sanction the il- 
legal expansion of Communist 
1939-vintage frontiers. This, of 
course, requires a Soviet with- 
drawal from the areas it has 
overrun since that time. The 
author believes that such a 
withdrawal can be brought 
about without general war 
through political, psychologi- 
cal and economic campaigns 
integrated and _ interwoven 
with military power. 


Colonel Reinhardt states that 
the essence of policy is the selec- 
tion of broad national objectives 
and “the timely choice of lesser 
goals whose attainment leads to 
the former. Objectives may be 
the “targets” for diplomacy for 
psychological suasion or more 
probably a combination of sev- 
eral tools. He then goes on to de- 
velop in some detail the specific 
political, economic, military, and 
psychological means available to 
the U.S. to attain its objectives 
and proposes specific courses of 
action utilizing these means. 

In the military field he calls 
for greater unification of the 
armed forces and the develop- 
ment of atomic-armed, instantly 
ready task forces packing a ter- 
rific punch for their size as the 
answer to creeping aggression. 
He recognizes that the possibil- 
ity of universal destruction 
brought about by the hydrogen 
bomb will not eliminate the Com- 
munist struggle with the U.S. 
but will only channel it to forms 
other than general war. 

However, he believes that 
the United States must use nu- 
clear weapons in the event of 
limited war to avoid the ruin- 
ous situation of having to meet 
the herdes of communism man 
for man, gun for gun. Such 
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wars could be kept limited, de- 
spite the use of nuclear weap- 
ons, if we adopt as a basic prin- 


ciple a positive determination © 


to limit our counteraction 
against aggression to the im- 
mediate area and base of that 
aggression. 


Col. Reinhardt sees the Mid- 
die East as the ideal area from 
which te apply an indirect but 
potent restraint upon Soviet ag- 
gression and believes that a 
large portion of our strategic 
reserve should be deployed in 
that aréa. As an ultimate aim 
he foresees that “... With west- 
ern Europe rearmed, Japan in 
a position to defend herself, and 
significant portion of America’s 
strategic military reserve locat- 
ed in the Middle East, the free 
world would be in a position to 
embark on realistic political dis- 
cussion with the Soviets. At an 
appropriate moment the Soviets 
could be offered a dignified re- 
treat to their own borders (the 
long-sought Soviet accommoda- 
tion), with such a tombination 
of power opposing them that 
their acquiescence would be more 
likely than the alternative of 
precipitating a war certain to 
prove costly to themselves .. .” 

* * * 

THERE IS MUCH more in 
this book than it is possible to 
discuss in the limited space avail- 
able. The author discusses the 
peaceful applications of atomic 
energy, the ways in which we 
can “convert” the uncommitted 
nations of the world and win 
back the Soviet satellites; and 
makes recommendations for U.S. 
governmental reorganization to 
improve our policy-making pro- 
cedures. He even provides a 
decalogue on the art of conduct- 
ing foreign policy. All in all 
it is well written and easy to 
read. 

One can find fault with some 
of Col. Reinhardt’s conclusions 
and recommendations, especially 
with the benefit of four years of 
hindsight. The problems _ in 
volved in building up European 
and Japanese military strength 
are not fully discussed. 

All free nations, including our 
own, have shown great reluc- 
tance to devote to national de- 
fense the resources which are 
necessary if a _ position of

legaining the Strategic Initiative 


strength versus the Soviets is to 
be attained. At the same time, 
the Soviet accomplishments in 
the missile field have been 
much greater than was expected 
in 1955. 


Recent developments in the 
Middle East are rapidly turning 
this area into a major threat to 
the free world rather than a 
vulnerable flank of the Soviet 
Union. Although it in no way 
contradicts the author’s judg- 
ment as to the importance of 
this area, the rise of Nasser and 
Communist activities in Iraq 
make much more difficult the 
attainment of his objectives in 
the Middle East. 

The problems involved in the 
use of nuclear weapons in lim- 
ited warfare are treated rather 
superficially by Col. Reinhardt. 
The thoughtful reader will want 
to turn again to Kissingers dis- 
cussion of this problem in Chap- 
ter 6 of Nuclear Weapons and 
Foreign Policy. 

Moreover, the explicit as- 
sumption that the use of tacti- 
cal atomic weapons will great- 
ly reduce manpower require- 
ments is of doubtful validity. 

As stated above, it is always 
open season on the makers or 
would-be makers of national 
policy. The reader is invited 
to get a copy of the book, join 
in the fun, and take his own 
“pot shots” at Col. Reinhardt’s 
proposals or at our present sit- 
uation and policy. He will find 
it a stimulating and educational 
pastime. He will also discover 
that he has greatly increased his 
understanding of the problems 
facing us today.

4 bes location of Redstone Arsenal is on the outskirts of Huntsville, Alabama, which, 
in turn, is located 18 miles from the northern boundary of the state. Hun 
was named for John Hunt of Virginia, who founded it in 1805, The historical flavor of the

As you leave the airport you 
pass the first rocket you will en 
counter in and near Rocket City.

Huntsville, in short, is very 
proud to be Rocket City. The 
talk is not as exclusively about 
rockets, missiles and space travel 
as it is at Cocoa Beach in Florida 
because Huntsville also does a 
few other things—such as worry- 
ing about new highways — but it 
is Rocket City. They sell you a 
souvenir folder of 13 colored 
photographs which I analyzed on 
the flight back. It is a most in- 
teresting collection of the rea 
sonably old and the very new 

The first picture is that of a 
Jupiter missile climbing into 
space. Then comes a picture of 
a pre-Civil War southern man- 
sion. Then a Redstone missile, 
then a picture of the Madison 
County Court House (Huntsville 
is the county seat) followed by 
the main test stand of the ar- 
senal. Then we get the Clement 
Clay bridge across the Tennessee 
River, the Hermes missile which 
is at the airport, the astronomical 
observatory which the originally 
German group of rocket re- 
searchers built with their own 
hands in their-spare time, then 
a Nike missile. This is followed 
by a picture of the National Bank 
building and one of an Honest 
John rocket. Then comes pic- 
tures of the Electric Service Cen- 
ter and the Lacrosse missile. 

It is a souvenir folder of a city 
which, though pointing out that 
it has a past, seems to have made 
up its mind that it will spend 
its life in the obvious time dimen- 
sion — namely the future. 

” * ” 

REDSTONE ARSENAL is a 
sprawling complex. Innocent 
visitors might think that it would 
be quite all right to be dropped 
at the gate by the staff car. Af- 
ter all, a little walk never hurt 
anyone and the various buildings 
obviously must be close together. 
Well, the staff car stays right 
with you and you stay in the car 
and if this has anything to do 
with security regulations it is a 
minor point. If you had been 
dropped at the gate you’d be 
worn out before you reached the 
first building, which would be 
the wrong one anyway. 

As you are driven along you 
first pass an old German V-2 
rocket which now, after the 
Jupiters, Thors and Atlases, sud- 
denly does not look large any- 
more. In the distance you see a 
Redstone rocket or two standing 
around and then a Jupiter. 

There are signs which tell 
which way to turn. They read 

AOMC, ABMA, ARGMA and

Not to tease any longer, AOMC 
stands for Army Ordnance Mis- 
sile Command, which is the over- 
all command “under Gen. John B. 
Medaris. Its subdivisions are 
ABMA (Army Ballistic Missile 
Agency under Gen. John A. Bar- 
clay), which deals with missiles 
from the Redstone on up in size 
and space activities, and ARGMA 
(Army Rocket and Guided Mis- 
sile Agency), which deals with 
rockets like the Honest John, the 
Little John, the Corporal, the 
Sergeant and Nike missiles. 
OGMS is the Ordnance Guided 
Missile School with an obvious 
job (OGMS is a tenant at Red- 
stone but not a division of 
AOMC) and the letters WSMR 
which you will also encounter 
stand: for White Sands Missile 
Range, the testing range in New 
Mexico that is used by all the 
services and civilian agencies as 
well,

THE MAIN GOAL of my visit 
was ABMA, which has a brand 
new battle cry. And you ¢an’t 
take five steps on ABMA terri- 
tory without hearing it—Project 
Saturn. 

For example, I was shown 
around the fabrication building 
where Jupiter missiles lie side by 
side on the floor and carts with 
Jupiter rocket motors are lined 
up. Or rather, the Jupiter mis- 
silés now occupy only half of the 
floor, the other half is being 
readied for Project Saturn. In 
another building next door 
where the nose sections of Jupi-

Then I was taken out to the 
test stands. The building where 
all the data are recorded is in 
the center. From its roof you 
have a fine view of other build- 
ings. 

Many of the tests are on a 
small scale. They may have to 
find out how a certain instru- 
ment package stands up in a 
vacuum cell. They may run a 
test on a small rocket motor 
which has a vital function. 
(There is a small Army tank 
standing ready near the build- 
ing, in case somebody has to 
watch the burning of a small 
rocket from nearby.) One of the 
test cells, almost needless to say, 
held a small scale version of 
Project Saturn.

THE OTHER. buildings you 
can see from the.roof of the data 
recording center are various test 
stands. On one of them a rocket 
ean go through an interesting 
“cold test.” The fuel can be sent 
through the whole system (with- 
out.the oxidizer) to test it for 
fuel flow; the fuel is then re- 
covered. Or else the oxidizer can 
be sent through the system ‘ with- 
out any fuel present) for a simi- 
lar test. 

On another test stand rocket 
engines can be tested. Finally, 
6n the main test stand, whole 
rockets can be put through their 
paces. ‘They'll do everything 
that they would do at Cape Can- 
averal, except that they are held 
down. 

The main test stand — called 
“the tower” for short by most of 
the people around — looks like 
an enormous vertical slab of con- 
crete. Of course it is not really 
solid, it just looks that-way. Its 
two sides — with servicing plat- 
forms exténding at all levels — 
were identical until very recent- 
ly: .each side eould suspend a 
Jupiter missile and test it. There 
are, it may be remarked in pass- 
ing, five million pounds of con- 
crete underground so that even 
the biggest missile would have a 
hard time tilting it over. 

I had to report that the two 
sides were identical. They are 
not anymore. One side is undis- 
turbed and will take Jupiter 
rockets again after the work 
crews have gone. The other side 
is being..modified. For what? 
Project Saturn, of course.

WELL, what is Project Saturn? 

You can get several answers 
to this question. The one I like 
least is that this’is the project 
which will “eatch up with and 
surpass the Russians.” I don’t 
like this answer for two reasons; 
one is that we should not assume 
a “me, too” attitude when it 
comes to space projects. The 
other is, of course, that we don’t 
know what the Russians have 
been doing recently. Their next 
public effort and Project Saturn 
may turn out to be about the 
same size.

There are two answers to such 
a hypothetical question. One is 
that you put five of these en- 
gines together and if each pro- 
duces 100,000 pounds of thrust 
five of them will obviously de- 
liver 500,000 pounds. The other 
answer is that you have to de- 
velop an engine which will pro- 
duce 500,000 pounds. The school 
of thought which insists on a 
single engine will point out that, 
if you have five engines, there 
are five times as many possibili- 
ties for something to go wrong.

Such problems 
are often decided on purely prac- 
tical grounds. “When the whole 
is finished somebody may have 
to get at certain points with 
screw driver’ and wrench and 
there must be room for him to 
do so.

How the Administration feels 
is reflected in Vice President 
Nixon’s Cabinet Committee which 
believes that-our “economy is at 
a juncture urgently requiring 
action to forestall inflation . . ” 

Whether or not the methods 

which will be taken (if any) to 
meet this “critical juncture” and, 
if not, the stock market is going to 
suffer, warnéngs are being sounded 
on that score. 


Burton Crane, of the New York 
TIMES found “five out of six au- 
thorities” agreed that “investors 
who play the market with their 
eyes closed will be running into 
trouble before the end of 1959.” 
The most pessimistie thought the 
stories of 1948 or 1957 were being 
repeated and suggested a possible 
drop of 20 or 30 percent. 

Whether such a situation indi- 
cates lower prices is another mat- 
ter. Most experts seem to think that 
there will be some, but not a lot of 
inflation. 

In any case the Department cf 
Labor assures us that, in spite of 
the ups and downs in the economy, 
the family buying-power is up 3- 
fold since 1900 and as for the 
American worker, he has better 
pay, housing, clothing, food, medi- 
cal care and transportation than 
ever. 

Maybe the next fifty years will 
be no harder.

CHARLESTON, S.C. — Annual 
tours of Charleston's historic 
private homes continues to be a 
success here. About 23 homes, the 
earliest built in 1712, the latest 


built in the 1840s, are visited each 
year. 

Sponsored by the Historic 
Charleston Foundation to raise 
funds for the preservation of other 
buildings and areas within Charles- 
ton, the tours span a century and 
a half of architecture.

rate drops with increased speed, 
reaching its lowest.value at about 
65 mph and then climbs again 
as speeds increase. 

The injury rate (number of per- 
sons injured per 100 million ve- 
hicle miles of travel) was found to 
be lowest between speeds of 45 and 
70 mph. It increased sharply at 
speeds above 75 mph and, which is 
the new and somewhat surprising 
revelation, it also increased at 
speeds below 40 mph. 

This may provide arguments for 
the higher horse-powered vehicles. 
Another argument for the auto 
dealer can be adduced from the 
following data: 

The accident rate for older cars 
increases steadily, and passenger 
cars over ten years of age were in- 
volved in two and a half times as 
many accidents as the newer cars,

As. to the young folks, of whom 
we spoke earlier, they are the worst 
offenders, but the growth of school 
traffic instruction is believed to be 
haying an important effect on 
ameliorating this condition.

Inside Seoul 


SEOUL, Korea.—A huge under- 
ground cache of Army ammunition 
ranging from rifle bullets to 60mm 
mortar rounds was uncovered last 
month in the Itaewon section of 
Seoul, 

Two Korean children, playing on 
a hillside, made the discovery and 
notified military police. 

The ammunition was apparently 
left behind by U.S. forces when 
they withdrew from Seoul, possibly 
as long ago as eight years.

More than 300 projectiles and 
grenades were taken from the first 
excavation.

In Senate Report 


By XAVIER BOYLE 
In its report on the Defense money bill, the Senate Ap- 
propriations committee included this statement: “During its 
consideration of appropriations bills and particularly supple- 


mental appropriations bills, the 
committee has received testimony 
from the various departments that 
unbudgeted wage board increases 
have created a serious problem to 
orderly planning of the current 
year’s program. Wage board in- 
creases have amounted to approxi- 
mately '50 percent in the past 
seven years. Such increases, when 
allowed, are retroactive to 45 days 
from the start of the wage survey 
in a given area. Were these in- 
creases limited to a small number 
of employees, the impact could 
probably be absorbed without seri- 
ous effect. However, with over 
600,000 wage board employees in 
the government, the effect on cur- 
rent programs frequently hurts 
carefully planned programs. 

“Hoped for stability in this sit- 
uation, long anticipated, has not 
been accomplished and will not, 
under present procedure, unless 
present wage spirals level off. 
Testimony indicated that budgets, 
by the time they become law, are 
based on actual wage board sala- 
ries being paid up to 12 months 
earlier. 

“Since budgets are annual in 
nature, a 24-month span is cover- 
ed, not based on antcipated sala- 
ries, but on actual wages in force 
from one to two years previously. 
Whether such increases are re- 
quired to be absorbed, or whether 
a subsequent supplemental appro- 
priation is made, the effect on a 
planned program for a bureau or 
department is obvious. 

“The committee understands 
that a study is being made within 
the Department of Defense on this 
matter. The committee hopes the 
study will be expedited and sug- 
gests that the Bureau of the Bud- 
get, the Civil Service Commission, 
and the departments and agencies 
involved will attack the problem 
speedily so that carefully formu- 
lated programs approved by the 
Congress will not in the future be 
subject to disruptions caused by 
perennial wage changes. The com- 
mittee believes that this problem is 
of such importance that if legisla- 
tion is required to solve the prob- 
lem, the proper procedures should 
be initiated.”

I HAVE QUOTED this state- 
ment in full because, while it may 
seem innocuous on the first read- 
ing (or incomprehensible on the 
first reading), there is a threat 
here that blue collar workers — 
and their union leaders — should

The way to get the “hoped for 
stability” and to prevent “disrup- 
tions caused by perrenial wage 
changes,” after all, is to stop the 
wage changes.

Another point that comes to 
mind is that the Appropriations 
Committee, being interested, may 
be willing to attach a rider to an 
appropriation bill to limit wage 
increases. 

It would be very difficult to get 
the Post Office and Civil Service 
committee to approve a change in 
the wage board employee pay 
system if the unions didn’t favor 
it. But much harm can be done 
with a rider tacked onto the ap- 
propriation bills.

Scraps Used 
For Training 
By Group 


FORT BENNING, Ga. — All it 
takes is a little time, a little bit of 
ingenuity and some salvage mate- 
rial to teach terrain analysis to 
infantrymen, 


The training committee of the 
Infantry School’s special subjects 
department here can prove it. 


The latest addition to its train- 
Ing aids display for officer candi- 
dates, National Guard officer can- 
didates and students attending the 
school’s Trainfire instructor course 
is a giant sand table which four 
non-commissioned officers “whip- 
ped up” in their spare time, 

The NCOs used salvage screen- 
Ing and lumber, sand, flour, 
sponges, match sticks, thread, col- 
ored chalk and hogs’ bristle to 
come up with a top-notch training 
aid

THE ONLY THING the men 
didn’t contribute to the eight by 
12 feet showpiece is a little mock 
village erected on it and the wood 
stand which supports it 

The idea for the giant table as 
a training aid was conceived by 
Maj. Harry L. Moore, former prin- 
cipal instructor of the training 
committee who is now serving in 
the plans section of the special 
subjects department 

Moore suggested the table as an 
instructional device for teaching 
subjects such as combat forma 
tions, tactics, terrain analysis, map 
reading and fire adjustment. 

[t’il be used to illustrate a type 
of sand table which can be con 
stru d by relatively unskilled 
personnel to emphasize the use 
of salvage materials that are nor 
mally available at any military in- 
stallation 

Up to the time the 
table was constructed, all of the 
sand tables in the training aids 
display were much smaller in size. 

However, the sand table is only 
one of numerous training aids 
which can be made to support in- 
struction 

One building of the training aids 
display houses such things as 
blackboards made from ponchos 
and other materials and a mock 
up of a foxhole made from sand 
and a cardboard box. 

The other building houses train- 
ing aids which can be secured from 
the Third Army Training Aids Sub- 
center. 

As the training committee points 
out, a training aid does not have to 
be elaborate to be effective.

Most people connect guns, howit- 
zers, rockets and missiles with the 
artillery but searchlights also are 
an important artillery component. 
Their primary mission is battle 
field illumination. 

The 60-inch light produces 800,- 
000,000 candlepower by passing a 
current through two carbon elec- 
trodes before a highly polished 
mirror. The principle is much the 
same as that used in electric arc 
welders but in the searchlights the 
blinding arc is reflected by the mir- 
ror. 

The effective range of the search- 
light is nearly 12 miles. Using di- 
rect lighting, an object or an area 
can be illuminated comparable to 
a sunny day. However, direct light- 
ing is not the most desired light be- 
cause it is too easy to locate and de- 
stroy. It may also cause temporary 
blindness to friendly troops. Indi- 
rect or refracted lighting is safer 
and covers a larger area on the 
ground than direct lighting. In this 
method the light beam is bounced 
off the clouds. Naturally, this meth- 
od is most effective when a high 
overcast is present. 

. a + 

THE WIDTH of the beam can be 
adjusted as desired from 22 mils 
(pencil beam) to 265 mils. Illumi- 
nation missions are conducted much 
like any other artillery mission with 
a forward observer and a light di- 
rection center. Unlike the search- 
lights at fairs and circuses, Army 
searchlights are laid for direction 
by an aiming circle just as conven- 
tional artillery. 

There are three platoons per 
searchlight battery and each pla- 
toon has six lights. At the present 
time there are only three active 
searchlight batteries in the States 

Battery B, 29th Artillery, which 
is attached to the 2d FA Bn., 10th 
Arty., provides the illumination for 
school troops in various prob 

and also for post activities 
such as important ball games, box- 
ing matches and PTA meetings. 
Capt. Bernard Riberdy, commander 
of Searchlight Battery, normally 
has his lights “loaned out” about 
four nights a week :

The recruit shooter looks on a 
sporting firearm much in the same 
light as he regards hig golf clubs 
and his blondes. Toys. A gun is no 
toy. It is ten times more dangerous 
than a coiled 
rattler and 
should be ac- 
corded the same 


his rifle is a 
greenhorn. A ty- - 
ro. A neophyte. 
A firearm is just es 
like an old-time ¢ 
Western bad- ASKINS 
man; don’t ever get careless or con- 
temptuous of him, turn your back, 
or step on his toes. If you do you 
have asked for it! A gun lies in 
wait for the owner throughout a 
lifetime, patiently awaiting that 
opportunity to bushwhack the user 
when in an instant of pre-occupa- 
tion he lowers his guard. 

The firearm is a sporting weapon 
but it is no sportsman. It will bite 
you like a mad-dog and do it after 
a lifetime of the most intimate 
cheek-by-jowl association. I hold 
deepest regard for my gun but that 
affection is tempered by the well 
understood relationship between 
gun and me. All the cordial regard 
is on my side. “Old Betsy” is a 
trollop. A wanton. Ready, willing 
and able to do me in the instant 
I put trust in her. 

I have shot myself accidentally. 
I was wounded through my own 
carelessness. The bullet missed 
killing me by the width of a pelvic 
bone: I trusted the pistol and that 
was where I erred. Almost fatally! 

Don’t trust a firearm! Don’t give 
it a jackrabbit’s chance or you may 
not live to be sorry, 

* of ts 

THE MANUFACTURERS put 
safeties on guns and there are a 
lot of shooters naive enough to be- 
lieve this renders the firearm harm- 
less. Perish the thought! I have 
no faith in any safety. I use ‘em 
but I-hold to little belief in them. 
The safety is a machine and like all 
machines it is given to failure. 

This season, like last,.a lot of 
huntsmen are going to wind up in 
the casualty column of the local 
news-sheets. Most of the states keep 
accurate records of the sportsmen 
who annually stop a bullet. So pre- 
cise are these statistics we can get 
a very close look at the recipient 
of the game-fields Purple Heart 
even before he gets tagged. 

This season, like last, he will be 
a hunter urider 20 years of age. 
Some 46 percent of all gunshot 
cases have not yet reached legal 
voting age; too, he will have less 
than three years hunting experi- 
ence. He simply has not had the 
opportunity to familiarize himself 
with the lethal plaything he totes. 

During the past few months I 
walked down a long firing line and 
queried every recruit waiting to 
move up and fire. Some 56 ‘percent 
had never owned a weapon of any 

ind before entering the Army. Of 
those who had done some. shooting,

87 percent had never fired any- 
thing larger than a .22 rifle. A na- 
tion of riflemen, indeed!

IT TAKES A long time to make 
a safe gun-handler, To assist the 
neophyte the Small Arms and Am- 
munition Manufacturers Institute 
has authored and distributes a 
placard which sets forth 10 safe 
gun-handling rules. These ordinan- 
ces are sound and the set of “Ten 
Commandments” should be carved 
into every gunstock, But these are 
not enough, 

The tyro gun-pointer needs a 
combination of an old gunhand and 
a guardian angel to stand at his 
side through a long course of 
sprouts. Training him, admonish- 
ing him, slapping his ears down, 
and otherwise indoctrinating him 
as to the do’s and don’ts of proper 
gun tiseage. For he is a downright 
dangerous customer! Not only to 
himself but to those around him 
and he remains so for years unless 
he gets this manner of upbringing. 

DURING HIS early stages, 
whether with or without a tutor, 
he accidentally -touches off his 


second or third time this happens, 
if he isn’t dead, in the hospital, or 
on his way to jail, it commences to 
dawn on him that the thing he has 
assured himself was a toy is in fact 
about as dangerous as tampering 
with Strontium 90. 

If he survives this mewling and 
puking stage of his guns upbring- 
ing there are hopes for him. 

It takes a healthy fear of the fire- 
arm to finally breed a respect for 
the weapon and an appreciation of 
its terrible potentialities. This plus 
an unceasing vigilance. Then safe 
gun-handling becomes instinctive.

Basically, the technique calls for 
a grazing light that glances across 
the surface of the subject, high- 
lighting the tiny particles of a 
textured subject. In the present 
instance, two lights were needed 
because of the depth and round- 
ness of the subject, each light 
source arranged at an acute angle 
to show texture in a separate part 
of the hand’s anatomy. 

Another treatment, used with 
less dimensional subjects, such 
as a wall, or fabric, or a wood 
surface, calls for a single grazing 
side-lighting sourcé and a very 
soft fill-in light to illuminate the 
deep shadows cast by the texture 
particles.

.of Development Operations for the 
Army Ballistic Missile Agency in a 
talk last week at Fort Shafter. 

Von Braun's talk was given at a 
dinner meeting of the Hawaii Chap- 
ter, Association of the United 
States Army. 

“Conventional means of trans- 
portation will, at some point in the 
progress of rocketry, become un- 
able to survive in the battlefield 
environment,” he said. “At that 
point there must be available other 
and less conventional means, such 
as that which will be demonstrated 
with the Redstone missile system in 
Project Mercury, or that which al- 
ready has been demonstrated ‘by

Seen for Missiles 


“One step in this direction is 
the resupply missile to serve the 
emergency requirements of iso- 
lated and beleaguered units. Studies 
in this area are under way.” 

Von Braun assured his audience 
that from the standpoint of missile 
system performance, there is no 
bar to the trahsport of men in suit- 
able vehicles. Biomedical aspects, 
he said, are being determined as 
the result of experiments like those 
involving our space monkeys whose 
predecessors were first carried 
aloft in experimental missiles a 
decade ago at White Sands when 
the Army was preparing the ground 
work for the payoff that came last 
year in the first earth satellites. 

“One need not suffer any bias,” 
the missile expert told the AUSA 
members, “to make a calm and 
factual evaluation of what the 
Army has accomplished. It stands 
well in the forefront as we proceed 
into the space age, but it needs 
the continued support of this as- 
sociation to maintain its rightful 
position.”

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WASHINGTON — Service- 
men who have neglected to pay 
their state taxes for several years 
running may wish they had; a bill 
for the total could come their way, 
complete with interest and penalty 
charges. : 

Some officers have found them- 
selves in this fix recently. They 
must now dig up several hundred 
dollars to settle the debts. States, 
generally, seem to be going after 
the non-payers — civilians as well 
as military—with increased deter- 
mination, a natural result of the 
more urgent search for dollars to 
meet increasing costs of govern- 
ment. 

Virginia, for example, intends to 
get every dollar it has coming to 
it on income taxes, a state official 
told the TIMES. Military people 
living in the state—and there are 
thousands—are required to submit 
a “Service Personnel Question- 
naire” to the local tax office. In 
this way, the state gets a clear fix 
on each serviceman and his family, 
and the extent of their state tax 
Mability, if any. 

Many servicemen, of course, have 
no state tax worries. Some states 
don’t levy an income tax. Some 
others give special military exemp- 
tions which, when add to the 
standard deductions, exempt serv- 
icemen in many pay brackets from 
paying a dime. 

But the overall trend, what 
with service pay increasing, is for 
more and more servicemen to 
assume a state tax liability. 

The amount of state taxes a mili- 
tary man is subject to pay varies 
widely, depending on dependents, 
outside income, ete. Probably few 
go higher than Virginia where a 





colonel could expect to 
— S $400-$500 . 
income and 
taxes. 


Big reason for this rather stag- 
gering sum is t state’s- tax 
formula which adjusted gross 
income over $5000 at a five percent 
rate. J

LEGAL OFFICIALS here urge 
all to find out if they are subject 
to state taxes, and if they are to 
pay them when due. If a person 
can’t decide on his liability, he 
should see his legal assistance offi- 
cer. 

He’ll explain the difference be- 
tween “domicile” and “residence,” 
which in effect is the key to state 
tax liability. He'll explain the 
Soldier’s and Sailor’s Civil Relief 
act which, while not necessarily the 
bonanza some persons think it is, 
does give service people real pro- 
tection. 

Basically, the legal people say 
this: 

If your legal residence—your 
domicile—is in State A and you 
are serving in state B, you are not 
obliged to pay tax (on your mili- 
tary pay) in state B. But~you 
are obliged to pay state A—if that 
state does indeed levy taxes.. Any 
extra money you or your wife 
might earn in state B, of course, is 
taxable in B. 

The Relief Act, in short, protects 
service people from double taxation 
on their military pay.

nished on the matter of residence, 
income, and state tax liability: 


1. A serviceman legally domi- 
ciled in Ohio is transferred to New 
York. He has no outside income. 
Ohio has no state income tax, so 
he need not file a return to Ohio. 
And under the Relief Act, he is 
not liable for filing in New York 
either. 

2. A serviceman legally domi- 
ciled in Vermont, which has 
income tax, is serving in California, 
which also has one. He buys a 
house in California but merely for 
the purpose of living in it. He does 
not intend to become a permanent 
Californian. 

He will continue filing his state 
tax return to Vermont, but under 
the Relief Act California cannot 
hit him for taxes on his service pay 
even though he owns real property 
in that state. 

However, if on transfer from 
California he rents his house, he 
may find himself liable to both 
states for tax on the rental in 
come. 

3. A man domiciled in Plorida 
is transferred to Virginia, - His 
wife gets a job in Virginia. The
